Upon  taking  the  chair,  the  President  pro  tempore  addressed 
the  Senate  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate : 

For  this  manifestation  of  your  confidence  I  desire  to  ex- 
press my  cordial  and  most  sincere  thanks. 

It  is  with  some  distrust  of  my  ability  to  fully  meet  your 
expectations,  that  I  accept  the  position  so  generously  be- 
stowed ;  but,  relying  upon  your  kind  indulgence  and  aid,  I 
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shall  hope  to  so  discharge  the  occasional  duties  which  maj 
devolve  upon  me^  as  to  retain  at  least  your  esteem  and  confi* 
dence* 

It  has  been  aptly  said,  that  '^  that  government  is  best  which 
governs  least."  Adopting  this  maxim,  we  shall,  I  trust,  labor 
to  secure  a  short  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  to  avoid  put- 
ting unnecessary  laws  upon  our  statute  books.  Let  us  en- 
deavor to  legislate  with  sole  reference  to  the  highest  good  of 
our  citizens,  and  to  promote  the  best  interests  and  the  per- 
manent welfare  of  our  honored  Commonwealth. 

The  chair,  which  I  am  permitted  to  occupy  this  morning — 
made  from  the  wood  of  the  historic  Charter  Oak — the  gift  of 
a  late  patriotic  and  eloquent  resident  of  this  city — is  a  pleas* 
ant  reminder  of  the  unshrinking  courage  and  watchful 
guardianship  with  which  our  fathers  defended  and  preserved 
their  Chartered  Rights.  Let  it  constantly  suggest  to  us  equal 
vigilance  and  care  to  protect  and  preserve  Constitutional  Lib- 
erty unimpaired,  that  its  blessings  may  be  transmitted  to 
unnumbered  generations.

On  motion  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Bulkley  of  the  Tenth  Dis- 
trict, it  was  ordered  that,  when  the  Senate  adjourns,  it  be  to 
meet  at  two  o'clock  this  afternoon. 

On  motion,  the  President  declared  the  Senate  adjourned.

Wednesday  Afternoon,  May  5, 1875. 

The  Senate  met  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  President 
pro  tempore^  at  two  o'clock,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  adjourn- 
ment of  the  morning  session. 

The  Canvasser's  Report  on  the  vote  for  Senators,  was 
received,  and  accepted,  and  ordered  on  file  in  the  Secretary's 
office. 

A  committee  from  the  House  announced  that  it  was  ready 
to  meet  the  Senate  in  joint  convention. 

Hon.  Mr.  Coogan,  of  the  committee  to  wait  on  the  Governor 
elect  and  inform  him  of  his  election,  reported  that  the  com- 
mittee had  performed  their  duty,  and  that  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  signified  his  acceptance  of  the  office,  and  would 
forthwith  communicate  with  the  two  Houses  in  person. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Hon.  Mr.  Bloss,  of  the  committee  to  wait  upon  the  State 
officers  other  than  the  Governor,  reported  that  the  committee 
had  discharged  the  duties  assigned  it,  and  that  the  State  offi- 
cers had  severally  signified  their  acceptance  of  the  offices  to 
which  they  had  been  chosen. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senate  Resolution  No.  13.  Hon.  Mr.  Pond  of  the  First 
District,  introduced  a  resolution  appointing  a  committee  of 
two  Senators  to  wait  upon  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  re- 
quest him  to  take  the  oath  of  ofiQce. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pond  of  the  First  District,  and  Hon.  Mr.  Corbin 
'of  the  Twentieth  District,  were  appointed  such  committee. 

The  committee  having  discharged  tlieir  duty,  reported  that 
His  Honor  the  Lieutenant  Governor  was  present  and  ready  to 
take  the  oath  prescribed  by  law. 

The  oath  of  office  was  then  administered  to  him  by  Judge 
Carpenter,  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

His  Honor,  on  taking  the  chair,  addressed  the  Senate  as 
follows : 

Senators  : 

I  will  omit  the  customary  address,  and  only  say  that  I  hope 
our  intercourse  may  be  mutually  agreeable,  and  that  your 
legislation  may  redound  alike  to  your  own  honor  and  to  the 
profit  of  the  State. 


A  committee  from  the  House  announced  that  it  was  ready 
to  meet  the  Senate  in  joint  convention. 

Senate  Resolution  No.  14.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Bowers  of  the 
Fourth  District,  introduced  a  resolution,  accepting  the  invita- 
tion of  the  House  to  meet  in  joint  convention,  and  appointing 
a  committee  to  notify  the  House. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Bowers  of  the  Fourth  District,  and  the  Hon. 
Mr.  Pond  of  the  First  District,  were  appointed  on  the  com- 
mittee. 

The  Senate,  preceded  by  His  Honor,  the  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor, and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  immediately  proceeded  to 
the  Representative  Hall  and  met  the  House  in  convention. 

After  the  dissolution  of  the  convention,  the  President  of  the 
Senate  made  the  following  report : 
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Senators  :  In  conformity  to  the  joint  rules  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  President  of  tlie  Senate  respectfully  reports 
that  upon  the  invitation  of  the  House,  by  a  committee  who 
waited  upon  the  Senate  for  that  purpose,  and  in  accordance 
with  established  usage,  the  two  Houses  met  in  convention  for 
the  purpose  of  inaugurating  His  Excellency,  the  Governor. 


The  President  of  tlie  Senate  took  the  chair  and  called  the 
convention  to  order.  E.  Henry  Hyde  Jr.,  Clerk  of  the  Sen- 
ate, and  Conrad  G.  Bacon,  Clerk  of  the  House,  acted  as 
Secretaries  of  the  convention. 

On  motion  of  the  Hon.  Mr.  Coogan  of  the  Tliird  District, 
a  committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator  and  two  Represen- 
tatives, was  appointed  to  inform  the  Governor  that  the  two 
Houses  were  assembled  in  joint  convention  for  the  purpose  of 
his  inauguration,  and  to  receive  any  communication  he  might 
be  pleased  to  make  to  them. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Coogan  of  the  Third  District,  and  Messrs. 
Johnson  of  Hartford,  and  Austin  of  Norwich,  of  the  House, 
were  appointed  such  committee. 

The  committee  so  appointed  reported  that  His  Excellency, 
the  Governor  elect,  would  address  the  Convention  in  person. 
The  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee  discharged. 

His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  attended  by  his  staflF,  and 
the  other  State  officers,  soon  entered  the  hall.  ^ 

Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fisher  of  Hartford, 
after  which  the  oath  of  office  was  administered  to  His  Excel- 
lency, Charles  R.  IngersoU,  the  Governor-elect,  by  Judge 
Carpenter,  of  the  Superior  Court,  who  also  administered  the 
oath  to  the  Honorable  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Comptroller 
of  Public  Accounts. 

His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  in  person  delivered  his  Inau- 
gural Address,  after  which  he  retired. 

The  Convention  was  then  dissolved  by  the  President,  and 
the  Senate  retired  to  the  Senate  Chamber. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  ordered  recorded  in  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  Senate. 
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SENATE  JOINT  RESOLUTIONS. 

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  5.  Tlie  Hon.  Mr.  Wilcox  of 
the  Nineteonth  District,  introduced  a  resolution  providing  that 
two  thousand  copies  of  the  Governor's  Message  should  bo 
printed  by  the  Comptroller. 

The  resolution  was  passed. 

Oil  motion  of  tho  Hon.  Mr.  Wilcox  of  the  Nineteenth  Dis- 
trict, it  was  voted  that,  when  the  Senate  adjourn,  it  adjourn 
to  meet  Thursday  morning  at  ten  o'clock. 

On  motion,  the  President  declared  the  Senate  adjourned. 
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RULES  TO  REGULATE  THE  PROCEEDINGS 

OF  THE 

SENATE  OF  CONNECTICUT. 


Resolved,  Tliat  the  Rules  and  Orders  following  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  adopted,  as  the  standing  Rules  and  Orders  of  the 
Senate,  and  they  shall  be  read  at  the  commenceinent  of  each 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Clerk. 

"  l«t.  Tlie  President  shall  take  the  chair  every  day,  at  the 
hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned,  and  after 
prayer  shall  immediately  call  the  Senate  to  order,  and  if  a 
quorum  be  present,  proceed  to  business. 

"  2d.  Tlie  President  shall  preserve  order,  and  shall  decide 
questions  of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Senate.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sit- 
ting. The  question  first  moved  and  seconded  shall  be  the 
first  put,  and  in  all  cases  the  sense  of  the  Senate  shall  be  taken 
upon  the  largest  number  or  sum,  and  the  longest  time  pro- 
posed. 

'^  3d.  No  member  shall  in  any  way  interrupt  the  business  of 
the  Senate  while  the  journal  or  public  papers  are  in  reading, 
nor  when  any  member  is  speaking  in  debate,  nor  while  the 
President  is  putting  a  question. 

"  4th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully 
address  ^Mr.  President;^  if  two  or  more  rise  at  once,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

^'  5th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the 
same  question,  withj>ut  leave  of  the  Senate,  unless  to  explain. 

"  6th.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate,  no  motion 

shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  post- 

.  pone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or 
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to  amend ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in 
the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged,  and  a  motion  for  ad- 
journment shall  always  be  in  order,  and  be  decided  without 
debate. 

"  7th.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

"  8th.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  for  by  one- 
fifth  of  the  members  present,  each  member  called  upon  shall 
(unless  for  special  reason  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate)  declare 
openly  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question. 

^\  9th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be 
stated  to  the  Senate  by  the  President,  before  any  debate  be 
had  thereon ;  but  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if 
the  President  so  direct,  or  any  member  desire  it. 

"  10th.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  a  motion  for  leave, 
or  by  order  of  the  Senate,  or  the  report  of  the  committee ;  and 
every  bill  for  a  public  act  shall  receive  three  several  readings 
in  the  Senate,  previously  to  its  being  passed  into  an  Act.  And 
no  bill  shall  be  read  twice  on  the  same  day,  without  the  order 
of  the  Senate.  Nor  may  the  President  state  the  same  to  the 
Senate  for  debate,  until  the  second  reading. 

"11th.  A  committee  of  three  shall,  within  the  first  two 
days  of  each  session,  be  appointed  by  ballot  to  take  into  con- 
sideration all  contested  elections  of  members  of  tlie  Senate, 
and  to  report  the  facts  in  issue,  together  with  their  opinion 
thereon. 

"12th.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Senate. 

"  13th.  All  other  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  the  Senate  shall  order  otherwise. 

"  14th.  Wlien  a  motion  has  been  stated  by  the  President, 
or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  considered  to  be  in  possession 
of  the  Senate,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  de- 
cision or  amendment ;  but  not  after  amendment,  unless  the 
Senate  give  leave. 

"  15th.  No  member  who  is  interested  in  the  decision  of  any 
question  in  such  manner  that  he  cannot  vote,  may  stay  in  the 
Senate  when  such  question  is  discussed  or  decided.  Provided^ 
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however,  that  this  rule  shall  not  extend  to  the  sitting  mem- 
bers in  contested  elections. 

"  16th.  When  any  member  shall  request  a  Committee  of 
Conference  on  different  votes  of  the  two  Houses  of  Assembly, 
a  committee,  consisting  of  one  member,  who  was  in  the  vote 
of  the  Senate,  shall  be  appointed ;  and  if  any  member  who 
was  not  in  such  vote  shall  be  nominated,  he  shall  notify  the 
Senate, 

"  17th.  When  the  Senate  has  voted  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  prepare  a  bill  or  resolve,  upon  any  subject,  no  person  shall 
be  on  such  committee  who  was  opposed  to  the  vote  of  the 
Senate. 

"  18th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  shall 
transgress  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  and 
any  member  may,  call  to  order,  and  if  speaking  he  shall 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain ;  the  Senate,  if  appealed 
to,  shall  decide  the  question  without  debate. 

"  19th.  When  a  question  shall  have  been  once  decided,  it 
shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for 
a  reconsideration  thereof ;  but  no  such  motion  shall  be  made 
unless  within  three  days  of  actual  session  of  the  Senate,  after 
the  day  on  which  the  decision  to  be  reconsidered  was  made. 

'^  20th.  Before  any  petition  or  memorial  address  to  the 
Senate  shall  he  received  and  read  at  the  table,  whether  the 
same  shall  be  introduced  by  the  President  or  a  member,  a 
brief  statement  of  the  contents  or  object  of  the  petition  or 
memorial  shall  be  verbally  made  by  the  introducer. 

"  21st.  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  and  the  Senators  shall  signify  their  assent  or  dissent  by 
answering  vica  voce — aye  or  no.  And  whenever  the  vote  shall 
be  doubted  or  questioned,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  mem- 
bers rising,  and  in  all  cases  the  ayes  shall  be  called. 

"  22d.  Every  resolution  or  bill  granting  money  from  the 
Treasury  of  the  State  shall,  before  its  final  passage,  receive 
three  several  readings,  only  one  of  which  will  be  on  the  same 
day. 

"  23d.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  calendar, 
on  which  he  shall  enter  daily  all  bills  and  joint  resolutions 
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received  from  the  House  of  Representatives  for  the  action  of 
the  Senate,  except  the  bills  and  joint  resolutions  which  have 
not  been  referred  by  the  Senate  to  any  committee ;  and  all 
bills  and  joint  resolutions  reported  to  the  Senate  from  any 
committee  ;  and  these  shall  be  entered  on  the  calendar  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  reported  ;  and  no  bill  or  joint  resolu- 
tion received  from  the  House  of  Representatives,  or  reported 
from  a  committee,  shall  be  considered  and  acted  upon  imtil  it 
is  reached  in  its  regular  order  on  the  calendar. 

All  bills  and  joint  resolutions  shall  be  entitled  to  be  consid- 
ered and  acted  upon  when  reached  in  their  regular  order  on 
the  calendar,  and  any  bill  or  joint  resolution  not  considered 
and  acted  upou  in  its  regular  order  shall  be  placed  at  the  foot 
of  the  calendar,  unless  the  consideration  of  the  same  be  by  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present  made  the  order  of  the  day 
for  some  specified  day  named  in  tlie  resolution. 
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JOINT  EULES  OF  PROCEEDINGS 

FOB  THB 

SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

OF  CONNECTICUT. 


I.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  at  the  commencement  of  every 
stated .  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  Joint  Committee, 
consisting  of  one  Senator  and  eight  Representatives,  shall  be 
appointed  to  examine  the  returns  and  canvass  of  votes  given 
by  the  electors  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  and  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts,  and  to  report 
the  names  of  the  persons  whom  they  shall  find  elected  to  those 
offices  respectively.  After  this  report  shall  have  been  accepted, 
a  Joint  Committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator  and  two  Repre- 
sentatives, shall  be  appointed,  to  inform  the  Governor  person- 
ally of  his  election  and  of  the  organization  of  the  two  Houses, 
and  their  readiness  to  receive  his  communications. 

n.  On  or  before  the  third  day  of  every  stated  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  there  shall  be  appointed  eighteen  Joint 
Standing  Committees,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of  one  Sena- 
tor and  eight  Representatives,  viz. : 

1st.  A  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  touching  public  or  private  acts  and 
judicial  proceedings,  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  to  report 
their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  such  propositions  relative 
thereto,  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 

2d.  A  Committee  on  the  School  Fund,  who  shall  inquire 
into  and  report  the  actual  state  of  the  School  Fund,  the 
amount,  value,  and  condition  of  its  securities,  and  recommend 
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such  measures  as  they  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  secure  its 
improvement  and  permanent  safety. 

3d.  A  Committee  on  Banks,  who  shall  take  into  considerar 
tion  all  such  matters  relative  to  Banks,  Savings  Banks,  and 
Savings  and  Building  Associations,  as  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  the  facts,  with  their  opinion  thereon.        • 

4th.  A  Committee  on  the  State  Prison,  who  shall  examine 
the  annual  reports  of  the  directors  and  officers  in  charge  of  the 
State  Prison,  the  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Institution,  together  with  such  other  matters  as  sliall  be  refer- 
red to  them  by  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly. 
And  they  may  recommend  such  measures  for  the  regulation 
and  management  of  the  Prison  as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 

5th.  A  Committee  on  New  Towns  and  Probate  Districts, 
who  shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the 
incorporation  of  new  towns,  the  alteration  of  town  lines,  and 
the  formation  of  probate  districts,  which  shall  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  the 
facts  upon  which  such  opinion  is  founded. 

6th.  A  Committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  relative  to  Roads  and 
Bridges  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts, 
with  their  opinion  thereon. 

7th.  A  Committee  on  Incorporations,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relative  to  private  corporations,  for 
which  there  may  be  no  other  appropriate  committee,  and 
report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  the  facts  on  which  the  same 
is  founded. 

8th.  A  Committee  on  Claims,  who  shall  take  into  copsid- 
eration  all  claims  and  demands  upon  the  State,  which  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  the 
facts  on  which  the  same  is  founded. 

9th.  A  Committee  on  Education,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  the  subject  of  common 
school  education  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  recom- 
mend such  measures  touching  the  same  as  tliey  shall  deem 
expedient. 

10th.  A  Committee  on  the  Sale  of  Lands,  who  shall  take 
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into  consideratiou  all  applications  for  the  sale  of  lands,  which 
shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts  with  their 
opinions  thereon. 

11th.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration the  financial  concerns  of  the  State,  and  inquire 
into  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  tlie  government,  the 
investment  of  the  public  funds  (the  School  Fund  excepted), 
the  system  of  assessment  and  taxation  provided  by  existing 
laws,  and  all  other  matters  affecting  the  revenue  of  the  State ; 
and  report  such  measures  touching  the  same,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient. 

12th.  A  Committee  on  Railroads,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  matters  relating  to  railroads  and  railroad  com- 
panies as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts,  with 
their  opinion  thereon. 

13th.  A  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  who  shall  examine 
all  military  returns,  and  take  into  consideration  all  matters 
relating  to  the  militia  of  this  State  which  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion  touching  the 
same. 

14th.  A  Committee  on  Agriculture,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  Agriculture  as  may 
be  referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon,  "with  their  opinion 
touching  the  same. 

15th.  A  Committee  on  Humane  Institutions,  who  shall 
take  into  consideration  all  such  mattei*s  relating  to  the  Be- 
nevolent Institutions  under  the  care  or  supervision  of  the 
State,  as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon,  with 
their  opinion  touching  the  same. 

16th.  A  Committee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  Cities  and  Bor- 
oughs, as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts  and 
their  opinions  thereon. 

17th.  A  Committee  on  Fisheries,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  Fisheries,  as  may  be  re- 
ferred to  them,  and  report  the  facts  and  their  opinion  thereon. 

18th.  A  Committee  on  Insurance  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  matters  relating  to  Insurance  that  may  be 
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referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts  and  their  opinions 
thereon. 

III.  In  all  meetings  of  Joint  Committees,  the  Senators 
shall  preside.  All  questions  of  order  in  their  proceedings,  and 
questions  relative  to  tlie  admission  of  evidence,  shall  be  de- 
termined by  a  majority  of  votes  ;  and  in  case  the  votes  be 
equally  divided,  the  Senators  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

lY.  All  Committees  of  Conference,  on  disagreeing  votes  of 
the  two  Houses  of  Assembly,  shall  consist  of  one  Senator 
and  two  Representatives,  who  were  in  the  major  vote  of  their 
respective  Houses.  The  Committee  of  the  House  making 
the  grant  or  appointment,  or  passing  the  bill,  resolution  or 
amendment  disagreed  to,  shall  state  their  reasons,  to  be  re- 
ported to  the  other  House.  And  neither  House  shall  re- 
quest the  other  twice  to  confer  on  the  same  point  of  disagree- 
ment. 

V.  Whenever  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  its  vote  of 
disagreement,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  considered  as 
lost. 

YI.  Every  message  sent  from  one  House  to  the  other  shall 
be  announced  at  the  door,  and  shall  be  respectfully  commun- 
icated to  the  Chair,  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

YII.  Whenever  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  of  the 
Assembly,  and  shall  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Governor 
for  his  approbation,  if  either  House  desire  its  return  for 
further  consideration,  such  desire  shall  be  communicated  by 
message  to  the  other  House,  and  a  Joint  Committee  of  one 
Senator  and  two  Representatives  shall  then  be  sent  to  the 
Governor  to  request  him  to  return  the  bill.  If  the  Governor 
consent,  the  bill  shall  be  returned  first  to  that  House  in  which 
the  motion  for  its  return  originated,  and  the  bill  may  then  be 
altered  or  totally  rejected  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  two 
Houses ;  but  if  not  altered  or  rejected  by  such  concurrent 
vote,  it  shall  be  again  transmitted  to  the  Governor  in  the 
same  form  in  which  it  was  first  presented  to  him. 

Yin.  Whenever  the  public  business  may  require  the  Sen- 
ate and  House  of  Representatives  to  meet  in  Convention, 
either  House  may  send  its  message  to  the  other,  requesting 
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such  Oonvention,  and  speoifying  the  object.  At  the  time  des- 
ignated, the  Senate,  with  their  President  and  Clerk,  may  pro- 
ceed to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  where  sui- 
table accommodations  will  be  provided.  The  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  eoorofficio  preside  in  said  Convention,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings thereof  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journals  of  tlie 
two  Houses. 

When  the  Convention  shall  have  been  dissolved,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives shall  make  report  to  their  respective  Houses  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention. 

IX.  All  bills  for  public  acts  which  shall  have  been  passed 
by  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  engrossed,  and 
signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
President  of  the  Senate,  and  all  bills  for  private  acts  and 
joint  resolutions  which  shall  have  been  passed  by  the  two 
Houses,  shall,  with  the  papers  on  which  the  same  may  be 
founded,  be  transmitted  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills 
to  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  purpose  of  being  by  him  laid 
before  the  Governor.  The  presiding  officers  of  the  two 
Houses  shall  affix  their  signatures  to  bills  for  public  acts  in  the 
presence  of  their  respective  Houses. 

X.  Every  bill  for  a  public  act,  and  every  resolution  which 
shall  be  ofifered  for  the  consideration  of  either  House,  shall  be 
fairly  written  on  not  less  than  one-half  sheet  of  paper ;  and 
every  member  offering  such  bill,  resolution,  or  a  petition, 
shall  indorse  thereon  his  name,  in  some  proper  and  conspicu- 
ous place,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  printed  copy  of  a  bill  or 
resolution  receive  the  indorsement  of  the  Clerk  of  either 
House,  or  be  transmitted  to  the  Governor  for  approval. 

XI;  The  Clerk  of  the  House  to  which  any  bill  shall  be  first 
presented,  shall  endorse  thereon  a  statement  of  the  contents, 
or  objects  of  such  bill  or  resolution,  before  transmitting  the 
same  to  the  other  House. 

Xn.  All  acts  of  incorporation  by  bill  or  resolution,  and  all 
acts  in  amendment  or  alteration  thereof,  and  all  private  acts 
of  whatever  nature,  shall,  before  the  same  shall  be  considered, 
be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  party  applying  therefor. 
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reading,  shall  be  laid  upon  the  table,  and  three  hundred  copies 
of  such  bills,  with  their  amendments,  shall  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  no  bill  so  reported  shall 
be  put  upon  its  third  reading  until  the  day  succeeding  the  dis- 
tribution of  such  copies. 

XIII.  All  bills  for  public  acts  reported  favorably  upon 
by  the  committee  to  which  they  have  been  or  may  be  referred, 
with  or  without  amendment,  before  being  put  upon  their  third 
reading,  shall  be  laid  upon  the  table,  and  three  hundred  copies 
of  such  bills,  with  their  amendments,  shall  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  General  Assembly ;  and  no  bill  so  reported  shall 
be  put  upon  its  third  reading  until  the  day  succeeding  the  dis- 
tribution of  such  copies. 
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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemeft  of  the  Q-eneral  Assembly  : 

In  assuming  for  another  term  the  duties  of  the  office  to 
which  I  have  been  chosen,  I  desire,  in  this  presence,  to  express 
my  gratitude  to  the  people  of  Connecticut,  and  to  invoke  the 
Divine  favor  upon  their  government  now  formally  inaugura- 
ted. 

The  year  that  has  elapsed  since  I  last  addressed  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  has  not  brought  to  the  business  of  the  country 
that  revival  from  the  effects  of  the  revulsion  of  the  previous 
year,  which  was  at  that  time  hoped  for.  Nevertheless,  we 
have  reason  to  be  grateful  that  so  many  branches  of  the  di- 
versified industry  of  our  own  State  have  been  successfully 
maintained,  and  that  employment,  during  a  winter  of  unusual 
severity,  has  not  been  so  seriously  interfered  with  as  was,  at 
the  beginning  of  that  season,  apprehended. 

The  lapse  of  time,  however,  has  operated  advantageously 
in  tins:  it  has  done  much  to  dispel  the  dangerous  illusion 
that  the  country  needs,  as  a  stimulant,  an  additional  issue  of 
an  already  discredited  currency,  and  to  bring  into  clearer 
view  the  more  unwelcome  truth,  that  patient  industry  can 
alone  satisfy  the  penalty  past  excesses  are  now  exacting  of 
our  people. 

Confidence  is  needed.  But  there  is  no  surer  way  to  restore 
confidence  than  by  truly  appreciating  the  causes  which  have 
led  to  its  failure.  And  to  this,  it  seems  to  me,  the  public 
mind  is  surely  tending.  We  already  look  back  upon  the 
period  of  our  civil  war  and  the  years  which  have  been  under 
the  influence  of  its  passions  as,  however  historically  brilliant, 
still,  as  effecting  our  industrial  habits  and  social  life,  exccf)- 
tional  and  abnormal ;  and,  with  a  new  century  of  national 
existence,  we  are  turning  with  hope  to  the  future  of  a  peace- 
ful Union,  with  self-government  in  all  its  parts,  and  the  steady 
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industry  which  self-government  can  alone  secure,  as  the  true 
source  of  healthy  prosperity  to  every  part  and  real  power  to 
the  common  nation. 

Noticejibly  is  this  tendency  of  public  opinion  manifested 
in  its  sensitiveness  to  official  conduct.  Never  was  official  life 
more  closely  scrutinized  or  judgment  upon  it  more  independ- 
ently formed — not  for  more  purposes  of  partisan  advantage, 
it  seems  to  me,  but  rather,  inco  nsciousness  oi*  the  grave  prob- 
lems of  civil  administration  before  us,  for  the  encouragement 
of  those  qualities  which  the  popular  instinct  perceives  are  ab- 
solutely necessary  in  our  changed  condition,  and  for  the  repro- 
bation of  those  abuses  which  naturally  thrive  in  periods  of 
disturbance,  when  expenditure  is  lavish,  public  confidence 
generous,  and  popular  scrutiny  diverted  by  the  fascination  of 
personal  adventure.  . 

The  tendency  is  manifested  also  in  the  public  impatience 
of  any  administrative  policy  looking  to  the  government  of  any 
portion  of  the  country  by  military  force,  or  in  any  other  way 
than  that  to  which  the  American  people  have  always  been  ac^ 
customed  in  time  of  peace.  The  presence  of  armed  soldiers 
in  the  legislative  hall  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  for  the  avowed 
purpose  of  determining  who  should  sit  there  as  members  of 
the  law-making  body,  shocked  the  whole  country,  not  only  by 
its  bold  violation  of  those  intuitive  notions  of  constitutional 
liberty  common  to  the  American  people  and  of  every  cher- 
ished political  sentiment  traditional  in  their  history,  but  by 
the  uncertainty  and  alarm  to  which  it  exposed  the  future,  de- 
stroying that  confidence  which  had  begun  to  grow  in  the  re- 
development of  the  industrial  resources  of  the  old  slavehold- 
ing  States  and  the  prospect  of  reviving  out  of  it  the  commer- 
cial intercourse  so  advantageous  in  former  times.  Popular 
estimation,  even  now,  probably  underrates  the  losses  of  those 
States  by  the  waste  of  war  and  the  spoliations  of  political  ad 
venturers  since,  but  the  stronger  becomes  the  reasons  why, 
when  their  interests  are  so  pntwincd  with  the  interests  of  the 
other  States  as  they  are  now,  their  efforts  to  repair  those 
losses  should  be  encouraged  by  the  common  sympathy,  gener- 
ously, if  not  indulgently.     And  unless  our  system  of  govern- 
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ment  is  a  failure,  I  know  of  no  surer  means  of  such  encour- 
agement than  to  leave  their  people  to  the  guidance  of  their 
own  self  interest,  under  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
with  intelligence  *and  ignorance,  morality  and  vice,  to  take 
the  same  chances  tliat  have  to  be  taken  in  all  the  other  States 
of  our  Union. 

Governmental  action  can  do  little,  by  and  of  itself,  to 
create  commercial  conBdence.  But  it  can  do  much  to  aid  or 
retard  that  confidence  as  it  grows  in  a  community.  And  it 
can  do  much  now  in  aiding  the  public  mind  to  turn  from  the 
dead  controversies  of  the  past  to  the  living  necessities  con- 
fronting us.  Regarding,  as  I  have  heretofore  had  occasion 
to  say,  the  provision  of  a  sound  currency  as  the  very  first 
step  to  be  taken  in  the  direction  of  permanent  prosperity,  I 
hope  for  a  beneficial  influence  form  the  Congressional  legisla- 
tion of  the  last  session,  so  far  as  it  commits  the  government 
to  the  policy  of  resuming  specie  payments  by  a  fixed  day, 
however  remote. 

The   State   Government. 
During  the  few  months  that  have  elapsed  since  the  ad- 
journment of  the    last   General  Assembly,  but  little    haa 
occurred  affecting  peculiarly  the  affairs  of  our  State  govern- 
ment. 

Finances. 

The  present  fiscal  year  commences  with  seven  hundred 
and  seventy-one  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-four  dollars 
and  forty-one  cents  ($771,544.41)  in  the  Treasury. 

The  revenue  of  the  State  during  the  last  year  has  amount- 
ed to  one  million  six  hundred  and  fifty-four  tliousand  two 
hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  sixty  cents($l,654,287.- 
60),  derived  from  the  following  sources  :

Tliis  aggregate  is  nearly  fifty  thousand  dollars  less  than 
that  of  the  preceding  year,  owing  chiefly  to  a  falling  off  in 
the  taxes  from  savings  banks — the  result,  in  great  measure, 
probably,  of  the  reduction  of  the  tax  on  their  real  estate 
loans,  inducing,  as  it  undoubtedly  did,  and,  as  I  think,  advan- 
tageously to  their  condition,  a  change  of  investments  from 
personal  to  real  estate  security. 

The  current  expenditures  of  the  year  have  amounted  to 
one  million  seven  hundred  and  fifty-one  thousand  fifteen  dol- 
lars, and  ninety-six  cents  ($1,751,015.96)  the  details  of 
which  will  be  found  in  the  Comptroller's  report.  The  current 
expenditure  has  therefore  exceeded  the  current  revenue 
nearly  ninety-seven  thousand  dollars,  and  the  balance  in  the 
treasury  at  the  commencement  of  the  last  fiscal  year  been 
drawn  on  to  that  extent.  This  is  obviously  owing  to  the  ex- 
traordinary and  temporary  expenditure  on  account  of  the 
new  state  house,  three  hundred  and  fourteen  thousand  dollars 
(1314,000)  having  been  drawn  from  the  treasury  on  that 
account  during  the  year.  Five  Imndred  thousand  dollars 
will,  probably,  be  required  of  the  State  treasury  for  this  pur- 
pose, during  the  coming  year,  and  it  can  liardly  be  otherwise 
that  the  balance  in  the  treasury  will,  in  consequence,  fall  at 
least  two  hundred  thousand  dollars.  This  prospect  must  im- 
press upon  you  the  necessity  of  great  caution  in  your  appro- 
priations for  the  coming  year,  and  may  bring  before  you  the 
question  whether  it  will  not  be  the  wiser  course  to  provide 
for  this  yearly  deficit  of  current  means  by  a  special  and  tem- 
porary tax. 

There  are  arrears  of  taxes  amounting  to  over  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  due  the  State  from  the  following 
railroad  companies,  viz:  the  New  Haven,  Middletown  &  Wil- 
limantic,  the  Connecticut  Western  and  the  Valley, — with  little 
hope  of  present  collection. 
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Tlio  bonded  debt  of  the  State  remains  at  five  millions  and 
fourteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (f5,01J,500)  bearing 
six  per  cent,  interest,  and  is  now  redeemable  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  State. 

The  grand  list  of  the  State  for  October,  1874,  shows  an  in- 
crease of  four  million  three  hundred  and  ninety-one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  forty-four  dollars  ($4,891,744)  over  that 
of  the  previous  year,  and  now  amounts  to  tiirce  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  million  four  hundred  and  ninety-one  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars  ($358,491,451). 

The  great  bulk  of  the  revenue  of  the  State,  it  will  be  seen, 
is  derived  from  savings  banks?,  insurance  companies,  and  rail- 
road companies.  Their  condition,  therefore,  is  of  special  im- 
portance to  the  State  government. 

Savings   Banks. —  Insurance. —  Railroads. 

Tlie  savings  banks  of  the  State  return  an  aggregate  of  de- 
posits amounting  to  nearly  seventy-four  millions  of  dollars, 
being  an  increase  during  the  year  of  over  three  millions. 
Their  assets  amount  to  nearly  seventy-seven  millions  of  dollars. 
Six  new  savings  banks  have  been  organized  during  the  year. 

This  increase,  during  a  year  of  depressed  business,  indicates 
idle  capital  rather  than  savings,  and  a  tendency  to  use  these 
institutions  for  purposes  of  investment.  I  hardly  need  repeat, 
however,  what  I  have,  before  this,  had  occasion  to  say,  that 
justice  to  the  main  body  of  the  depositors  in  these  institutions 
requires  you,  in  any  legislation  affecting  them,  to  keep  in  con- 
stant view,  and  before  anything  else,  the  security  of  the  de- 
posit. I  am  happy  to  say,  in  expression  of  the  opinion  of  the 
Bank  Commissioners,  that  the  savings  banks  of  the  State  are 
now,  generally,  managed  with  ability  and  a  proper  regard  to 
the  main  object  of  their  incorporation.  Nor  do  I  know  how 
further  legislation  can  make  them  more  secure  to  the  depos- 
itor. Indeed,  a  savings  bank  manager  has  very  little  to  do 
except  to  follow,  in  his  investments,  the  plain  directions  of 
the  law  as  it  is,  to  insure  fidelity  to  his  important  trust.  It 
is,  in  my  judgment,  hardly  possible,  unless,  to  be  sure,  through 
some  extraordinary  commercial  convulsion  overthrowing  all 
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values,  for  a  savings  bank,  in  Connecticut,  to  become  insolvent 
without  a  deliberate  violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State  by  its 
managers  and  a  culpable  neglect  of  official  duty  on  the  part  of 
the  bank  commissioner  charged  with  its  examination.  Never- 
theless, I  have  to  advise  you  that  the  present  bank  commis- 
sioners, on  coming  to  their  office  during  the  past  year,  found 
it  necessary  to  cause  proceedings  to  be  instituted  against  one 
of  the  principal  savings  institutions  of  the  State,  the  Townsend 
savings  bank  of  New  Haven,  by  reason  of  its  insolvent  condi- 
tion ;  and  the  institution  has  gone  into  the  hands  of  receivers. 
That  its  condition  and  history  may  aid  you  in  remedying  any 
imperfection  of  law,  if  it  exists,  or  of  providing  for  its  greater 
efficiency,  if  necessary,  I  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of 
the  bank  commissioners  on  this  subject.  Under  the  act  of 
the  last  General  Assembly  I  appointed  Lucien  W.  Sperry,  of 
New  Haven,  and  George  M.  Landers,  of  New  Britain,  to  be 
Bank  Commissioners  of  the  State. 

I  commend  to  your  consideration  the  several  reports  of  the 
Insurance  Commissioner.  The  magnitude  of  the  insurance 
interest  of  this  state  is  disclosed  by  the  fact  that  our  fire  insur- 
ance companies  transact  one-eighth  of  the  entire  insurance 
business  of  the  United  States,  and  have  perpetually  outstand- 
ing fire  risks  in  force  equal  to  twice  the  amount  of  the  entire 
grand  list  of  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  Connecti- 
cut, and  last  year  had  a  cash  income  of  more  than  eleven  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  of  which  over  ten  millions  came  to  companies 
in  the  city  of  Hartford.  The  exhibit  of  life  insurance  com- 
panies is  equally  impressive.  The  accunmlated  reserve  held 
by  the  life  insurance  companies  of  this  state  amounts  to  over 
eighty-two  millions  of  dollars,  being  considerably  more  than 
one-third  of  that  held  by  all  the  other  companies  in  the  United 
States.  The  income  of  these  companies  during  the  last  year 
amounted  to  over  twenty-five  millions  of  dollars. 

This  extraordinary  growth,  substantially  within  the  last 
twenty-five  years,  and  under  circumstances  of  powerful  com- 
petition, is  the  highest  possible  proof  of  the  technical  skill, 
financial  ability  and  integrity  with  which  these  important  in- 
terests have,  in  general,  been  managed,  and  should  certainly 
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secure  them  from  exposure  to  the  hazards  of  any  crude  or 
hasty  legislation.  At  the  same  time  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  rapid  accumulation  of  such  large  amounts  of 
money  in  any  hands,  however  honest  and  capable,  weakens 
the  sense  of  its  value,  and  is  almost  sure  to  be  attended  with 
powerful  temptations  to  novel  and  speculative  investments. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  law  should  place  some  restriction  upon 
this  power  of  investment,  and  that  the  interests  of  the  com- 
panies would  bo  promoted  thereby. 

The  affairs  of  the  American  National  Life  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, of  New  Haven,  have  received  the  special  attention  of 
the  Insurance  Commissioner,  and  the  results  of  his  examina- 
tion  will  be  made  the  subject  of  a  special  report  by  him  to  the 
General  Assembly. 

Of  the  twenty-three  railroad  corporations  doing  business  in 
this  state  only  eight  are  dividend  paying.  The  paid  in  capital 
of  all  these  corporations  amounts  to  nearly  thirty-seven  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  and  their  aggregate  indebtedness  to  over 
twenty  millions  of  dollars.  Nearly  half  of  the  capital  stock 
is  held  in  Connecticut  by  thirty-eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine 
(3,889)  stockholders.  The  cost  of  these  roads  and  their 
equipment  makes  a  total  of  over  fifty-five  millions  of  dollars. 
The  net  income  during  the  last  year  was  about  two  millions 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  being  slightly  decreased  from 
the  previous  year. 

Over  ten  million  passengers  have  been  transported  over  the 
roads  during  the  past  year,  a  small  increase  from  the  previous 
year,  of  whom  fourteen  were  accidentally  injured,  four  fatally. 
Thirty-five  employes  of  the  companies  have  also  received  inju- 
ries during  the  year,  and  thirty-four  persons  walking  or  lying 
on  the  track  or  at  highway  crossings. 

Under  the  acts  of  the  last  General  Assembly  I  have,  since 
the  adjournment,  appointed  George  M.  Woodruff,  of  Litch- 
field, to  be  a  railroad  commissioner. 

Charitable   and    Reformatory   Institutions. 

The  charities  of  the  State  form  an  important  part  of  its  ex- 
penditures.    The  payments  on  this  account  (but  not  including 
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the  reformatory  institutions),  during  the  year  have  beeen  as 
follows :

Except  in  case  of  the  insane  these  beneficiaries  are  aided  at 
private  institutions,  and  I  see  no  reason  for  making  any  cliange 
in  that  respect. 

The  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Middletown,  under  the  able 
superintendence  of  Dr.  Shew  and  his  assistants,  continues  its 
beneficent  work  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  trustees  ap- 
pointed by  the  State,  whose  interest  in  its  humane  object  leads 
them  to  give  to  its  affairs  a  careful  supervision.  I  com- 
mend their  report  to  your  attention. 

There  are  at  present  four  hundred  and  fifty  patients  in  the 
institution,  and  its  capacity  of  accommodation  has  been 
reached.  The  new  south  (male)  wing,  which  was  opened  in 
January,  1874,  became  filled  with  its  complement  of  patients 
in  just  thirteen  months  from  the  date  of  opening.  Since  then, 
however,  vacancies  have  occurred  as  frequently  as  new  patients 
have  arrived ;  so  that  thus  far  no  waiting  has  been  required  on 
the  part  of  the  applicants.  For  two  years  past,  on  the 
female  side  of  the  house,  the  pressure  for  admission  lias  so  far 
exceeded  the  accommodating  capacity  as  to  necessitate  on  the 
part  of  applicants  a  waiting  period  of  several  weeks.  The 
number  of  female  applicants  now  on  the  waiting  list  is  twen- 
ty-five, and  it  cannot  be  long  before  a  similar  condition  of 
things  will  exist  on  the  male  side  of  the  house. 

This  subject  demands  your  serious  consideration.  Since 
the  hospital  was  projected  the  disease  of  insanity  has  undoubt- 
edly increased,  and  especially  in  this  country.  The  statistics 
of  other  States  and  of  foreign  governments  show  this  very 
clearly.  Moreover,  there  is  less  aversion  to  treatment  of  the 
disease  in  a  hospital  than  formerly,  while  there  is  at  the  same

time  an  increasing  conviction  that  hospital  treatment  is  espe- 
cially beneficial  dnring  the  incipient  stages  of  the  disease. 
For  these  reasons  the  demands  upon  the  hospital  have  been 
greater  than  was  anticipated  at  its  institution.  It  should, 
however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  1865  it  was  officially  re- 
ported to  the  General  Assembly  that  there  were  over  seven 
hundred  insane  persons  in  the  State  (and  this  probably  in- 
cluded only  the  fully  developed  cases),  whereas  the  combined 
capacity  of  the  only  two  hospitals  in  the  State,  the  State  Hos- 
pital at  Middletown  and  the  Reti*eat  at  Hartford,  cannot  ad- 
vantageously accommodate  more  than  six  hundred  patients. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  trustees,  in  which  I  fully  concur, 
that  the  present  hospital  should  not  be  enlarged.  Experience 
seems  to  have  established  that  the  number  of  patients  now 
there  are  as  many  as  can  be  beneficially  treated,  under  proper 
classification,  in  a  single  institution.  We  can  at  present 
avail  ourselves  of  the  private  institutions  in  other  States  to  a 
considerable  extent,  in  providing  for  those  not  admitted  to  the 
hospital,  but,  if  the  pressure  for  admission  continues  to  in- 
crease, a  new  hospital  would  seem  to  be  unavoidable. 

The  State  Reform  School  has  at  present  two  hundred  and 
ninety-four  (294)  boys  in  its  care. .  Its  expenses  during  the 
year  have  been  about  fifty-six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
and  its  receipts  nes^ly  sixty  thousand  dollars,  of  which  over 
thirty  thousand  dollars  were  received  from  the  State  for 
weekly  support,  under  the  Statute. 

I  would  refer  you  to  the  several  reports  of  those  entrusted 
with  the  management  of  this  institution  for  the  details  of  its 
administration  during  the  past  year,  which,  the  Trustees  re- 
port, has  been  equally  successful  with  that  of  any  year, 
although  attended  by  many  changes. 

The  directors  of  the  Industrial  School  for  Girls  report  the 
condition  of  the  school'as  in  every  way  satisfactory,  although 
they  are  pressed  for  room  to  accommodate  the  present  num- 
ber of  inmates;  its  income  being  sufficient  for  its  expenses^ 
with  a  balance  in  its  Treasury. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  school  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  girls  have  been  received.    Ninety-one  remain  at  present. 
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The  payments  from  the  State  Treasury,  on  account  of  the 
school,  during  the  year,  have  been  something  over  sixteen 
thousand  dollars. 

Under  a  resolution  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  I  ap- 
pointed William  K.  Seeley  of  Bridgeport  and  Samuel  A.  York 
of  New  Haven  to  revise  the  pauper  laws  of  the  State — ^but 
their  report  is  not  yet  completed. 

Penal    Institutions. 

Under  the  successful  administration  of  Warden  Hewes  the 
affairs  of  the  State  Prison  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

In  spite  of  adverse  circumstances,  the  income  of  the  Prison 
during  the  year  has  exceeded  its  expenses  by  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  seventeen 
cents  (2,712.17). 

There  are  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  (286)  convicts  in 
the  State  Prison  (all  but  five  being  males),  being  an  increase 
of  fifty  over  the  previous  year.  Ninety-five  are  natives  of 
Connecticut  and  eighty-nine  natives  of  other  states  hi  the 
Union. 

The  commission  continued  from  the  last  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  inquire  into  the  penal  treatment  of  ine- 
briates and  kindred  offenders,  will  at  this  session  make  a 
report  which  you  will  find  to  be  of  special  interest.  The 
facts  presented  are  exceedingly  valuable  and  need  to  be  very 
carefully  considered.  The  gentlemen  of  this  commission 
have  devoted  themselves  to  its  objects  with  a  disinterested 
zeal  that  must  add  great  weight  to  the  recommendations  they 
make. 

•  Education. 
The  popular  interest  in  public  education  is  very  strikingly 
evidenced  by  the  changes  which  our  school  system  has  under- 
gone during  the  last  ten  years,  and  since  the  organization  of 
the  State  Board  of  Education.  To  appreciate  them  fully  I 
must  refer  you  to  the  statistical  details  accompanying  the 
report  of  the  Board  for  the  present  year.  There  has  never 
been  so  large  a  proportion  of  the  children  of  the  State  taught 
in  the  public  schools  as  at  present,  and,  notwithstanding  the 
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depression  of  business,  the  sums  raised  and  expended  for  the 
schools  during  the  past  year  have  largely  exceeded  the  ex- 
penditure of  any  previous  year.  Whether  the  regularity  of 
school  attendance  would  not  be  increased,  and  therefore  a 
much  desired  advantage  gained,  by  a  provision  that  the  appro- 
priation from  the  State  Treasury  to  the  several  towns  shall  be 
apportioned  on  the  basis  of  such  regularity  of  attendance,  is 
a  question  now  mooted  and  which  I  submit  for  your  consid- 
eration. 

The    National    Guard. 

The  Adjutant-'General's  report  will  give  to  you,  in  detail, 
the  condition  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  State.  It  main- 
tains its  high  state  of  efficiency,  which  is  second  to  that  of  no 
other  State  military  force  in  the  Union.  The  present  force 
is  composed  of  thirty-six  companies  of  Infantry  divided  into 
four  regiments,  and  one  section  of  Light  Artillery,  giving  a 
total  of  twenty-three  hundred  and  ninety-three  (2393)  officers 
and  men.  The  commutation  tax  shows  a  slight  increase  and 
is  sufficient  to  defray  all  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  force. 

Revision   of   Constitution. 

Pursuant  to  the  act  of  Jbhe  last  General  Assembly,  the  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  providing 
for  an  increased  representation,  in  certain  cases,  of  towns  hav- 
ing over  five  thousand  inhabitants,  was  submitted  to  the 
electors  of  the  State  and  by  them  approved,  and  proclamation 
has  been  made  declaring  it  to  be  part  of  the  Constitution. 

I  should  be  untrue  to  my  convictions  of  what  is  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  State  if  I  failed,  in  this  connection,  to  renew 
my  recommendation  of  some  legislative  action  looking  to  a 
revision  of  the  entire  Constitution  of  the  State,  although  I 
am  conscious  that  such  recommendation  has  not  heretofore 
been  received  with  favor  by  the  General  Assembly.  I  will 
not  repeat  the  considerations  I  have  urged  in  its  support,  and 
will  only  add  that  such  official  experience  as  I  have  had  in 
my  present  position  has  strotigly  confirmed  my  opinion  that 
every  department  of  the  State  Government  created  by  the 
Constitution  requires,  for  its  proper  efficiency,  a  thorough 
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reconstruction,  and  that  we  shall  greatly  err  if  the  present 
period  of  comparative  political  calm  is  allowed  to  pass  without 
improving  it  for  the  accomplishment  of  a  work  fraught  with 
so  many  advantages  to  the  people  of  Connecticut. 

Revision    of  Statutes.— Terms   of   Court. 

The  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  went  into  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  January  last.  The  work  of  revision  and  publica- 
tion is  highly  creditable  to  the  commission  having  it  in 
charge,  but,  in  a  work  of  such  magnitude,  the  utmost  care 
cannot  avoid,  and  indeed  may  lead  to,  errors  which  are  only 
disclosed  when  the  law  comes  to  be  applied.  There  are 
several  important  instances  of  this  character  in  the  Revision 
which  need  a  legislative  remedy.  It  is  not  necessary  to  par- 
ticularize them  here,  but  I  would  suggest  the  appointment  of 
a  committee  of  your  body,  to  whom,  in  conjunction  with  the 
revisors,  the  subject  should  be  referred. 

I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  expediency  of  revising 
the  times  for  holding  the  terms  of  court  in  the  several  coun-^ 
ties,  which  have  been  so  varied  by  independent  acts  of  the 
legislature  as  to  destroy  that  systematic  arrangement  which 
is  essential  to  the  proper  economization  of  the  judical  force. 

Labor   and   other   Statistics. 

The  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  will  furnish  you  with  inter- 
esting information.  There  is  no  problem  of  social  science,  at 
the  present  day,  more  interesting  or  so  important  as  the  true 
adjustment  of  the  rewards  of  labor  among  the  various  parties 
engaged  in  production,  and  the  chief  design  of  this  bureau, 
to  ascertain  all  possible  facts  bearing  upon  the  solution  of 
this  problem,  is  praiseworthy  and  wise.  But,  in  a  small 
State  like  ours,  these  facts  cannot  vary  much  from  year  to 
year,  although  the  data  afforded  by  a  comparison  of  one 
period,  or  series  of  years,  with  another,  becomes  of  much 
importance.  It,  therefore,  seems  to  me  that  the  present  work 
of  this  bureau  does  not  justify  its  annual  expense.  Its  field 
of  inquiry  could,  however,  be  enlarged  with  advantage  to  the 
State,  and,  indeed,  with  special  advantage  to  the  object  of  its 
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original  design.  Statistical  evidence  of  the  condition  of  a 
community,  in  all  its  aspects,  is  exceedingly  valuable,  not 
only  as  giving  information  of  its  resources  or  other  attractions 
to  those  outside  its  borders,  but  as  affording  the  only  reliable 
basis  for  much  of  its  own  legislation  ;  and  the  necessity  for 
it  is  noticeably  engaging  the  attention  of  all  civilized  govern- 
ments at  the  present  day.  For  example,  the  importance  of 
reliable  vital  statistics  to  a  State  and  to  all  classes  of  its  com- 
munity can  hardly  be  overestimated,  and  they  require  con- 
stant observation,  and,  for  their  efficient  collection,  the  agency 
of  the  State  and  the  power  of  the  law.  A  commission  ap- 
pointed by  me,  under  a  resolution  of  the  last  General  Assem- 
bly, with  special  reference  to.  this  latter  subject,  will  make  a 
report  to  the  present  session  which  you  will  find  to  be  very 
valuable  in  its  facts  and  suggestions.  If  a  single  bureau 
could  be  charged  with  the  collection  of  all  the  statistical 
information  required  by  the  State,  and  perhaps  a  census  of 
its  inhabitants,  when  needed,  I  think  its  service  would  well 
4  repay  its  expense. 

Cattle    Disease. 

During  the  last  autumn  an  alarming  malady  broke  oat 
among  the  cattle  in  the  western  part  of  the  State.  I  deemed 
it  important  that  measures  should  be  taken  through  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture  to  ascertain  its  nature  and  prevent  its 
extension.  These  measures  were  successful,  and  will  be  de- 
tailed in  the  report  of  that  Board  and  its  accompanying  docu- 
ments. 

New   State    House. 

The  work  on  the  new  State  House  has  progressed  as  rapidly, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  commissioners,  as  the  large  dimensions 
of  the  building  and  the  enduring  manner  of  its  construction 
would  admit.  Most  of  the  iron  roof  will  be  placed  in  position 
by  the  close  of  the  present  year.  The  legislative  halls  will 
not  be  ready  for  use  before  May,  1877,  and  the  dome  cannot 
be  finished  until  a  later  day.  ^ 

The  total  expenditures  to  date,  on  the  new  State  House 
account,  amount  to  seven  hundred  and  five  thousand,  four 
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hundred  and  forty-five  dollars  and  eighty  cents  ($705,445.80) 
of  which  four  hundred  and  seventy  thousand,  five  hundred 
dollars  (1^470,500)  have  been  drawn  from  the  State  treasury, 
and  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  thousand,  five  hundred  dol- 
lars («229,500)  from  the  city  of  Hartford.  Pour  hundred 
and  thirty-four  thousand,  three  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars 
and  fifty-six  cents  ($434,331.56)  have  been  expended  during 
the  past  year. 

Survey  of  the  State. 
I  was  empowered  by  a  vote  of  the  last  General  Assembly 
to  take  steps  towards  a  topographical  survey  of  the  State  in 
conjunction  with  the  ofificers  of  the  United  States  Coast  Sur- 
vey, provided  the  expenses  of  such  survey  on  the  part  of  the 
State  should  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars.  Under  the 
acts  of  Congress  the  U.  S.  Coast  Survey  Board  is  directed  to 
perform  some  portion  of  the  required  work,  when  requested 
by  the  State,  and  this  the  Board  has  indicated  its  readiness  to 
do.  The  cost,  however,  of  a  complete  topographical  survey 
of  the  State,  based  upon  triangulation,  and  excluding  the 
work  done  by  the  Coast  Survey,  would  so  largely  exceed  the 
sum  appropriated  for  the  purpose  by  the  i*esolution  of  the 
Greneral  Assembly,  that  I  have  not  felt  authorized  to  initiate 
the  work  under  that  authority.  Such  a  survey  of  our  State  is 
certainly  very  desirable,  but  it  ought  not  to  be  commenced 
without  a  definite  plan  of  action  and  estimate  of  probable 
expense.  The  state  of  Rhode  Island  has  appointed  a  special 
committee  to  report  a  plan  for  the  survey  of  that  state,  with 
a  view  of  co-operating  in  the  object  with  the  adjacent  states. 
A  similar  action  would  seem  to  be  very  appropriate  on  our 
part. 

New   York    Boundary    Lines. 

The  western  boundary  line  of  the  State,  between  it  and  the 
State  of  New  York,  is  still  in  dispute.  In  1856,  and  again  in 
1859,  commissioners  were  appointed  by  both  States  to  ascer- 
tain and  run  the  line.  They  failed  to  agree,  and  thereupon, 
in  1860,  the  Assembly  of  New  York  adopted,  as  the  boundary, 
a  line  reported  to  them  by  the  Commissioners  of  New  York, 
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but'mthottt  the  concurrence  of  the  Commissioners  of  Con- 
necticut. This  State  has  not  assented  to  such  action,  and 
its  authorities  have  refused  to  recognize  the  line  thus  adopted 
by  New  York.  Pursuant  to  the  vote  of  the  last  General  As- 
sembly, I  have  brought  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the 
Executive  of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  trust  that  he  will 
be  vested  by  the  Assembly  of  that  State  with  authority,  simi- 
lar to  that  possessed  by  the  Executive  of  this  State,  to  adjust 
a  disagreement  which  certainly  seems  to  be  a  needless  one. 

A  more  serious  controversy  is  likely  to  arise  between  the 
two  States  respecting  our  southern  boundary  along  Long 
Island  Sound,  involving,  as  it  does,  the  right  of  fishing  in 
waters  now  claimed  to  be  within  our  jurisdiction.  A  suit  is 
pending  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court,  for  the  Southern 
District  of  New  York,  growing  out  of  the  seizure  and  con- 
demnation of  a  New  York  vessel,  by  the  authorities  of  this 
State,  for  an  alleged  violation  of  our  law  relating  to  the 
taking  of  oysters  in  the  waters  of  this  State.  As  this  suit 
directly  involves  not  only  the  constitutionality  of  our  oyster 
law,  but  also  a  question  of  jurisdiction  depending  upon  the 
boundary  line  between  the  two  States,  the  Assembly  of  New 
York  has  directed  the  Attorney  General  of  that  State  to 
assume  its  prosecution,  and  has  made  an  appropriation 
toward  its  expense,  with  special  view  to  a  judicial  decision, 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  of  this  boundary 
question.  I  submit  to  your  consideration  whether  this  State 
should  not,  with  the  same  view,  make  similar  provision  for 
the  defense  of  the  suit. 

The  Centennial. 

With  the  present  year  commences  a  period  of  peculiar 
interest  to  the  American  people — the  centennial  period  of 
their  Revolutionary  struggle  and  the  successful  establish- 
ment of  their  Independence  and  Union.  It  is  filled  with 
anniversaries  of  days  memorable  in  our  history,  and  their 
continual  recurrence  cannot  but  excite  sentiments  and  emo- 
tions which  it  is  a  patriotic  duty  to  foster. 

The  plan  for  conmiemorating  this  period  by  an  industrial 
exhibition,  not  only  of  all  our  own  States  but  of  all  nations, 
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under  the  auspices  of  the  United  States  Government,  in  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  has  been  prosecuted  with  so  much 
energy  that  its  success  is  now  believed  to  be  fully  assured. 
While  but  little  preparation  has  as  yet  been  made  by  the 
people  of  Connecticut  for  a  participation  in  this  exhibition, 
I  do  not  doubt  that,  as  we  approach  the  centennial  year, 
an  interest  in  its  object  will  be  manifested  becoming  the 
prominence  of  our  State,  not  only  in  the  historic  associations 
"belonging  to  that  year,  but  in  the  development  of  industry 
and  art  which  has  characterized  the  American  people  during 
the  past  century.  I  recommend  to  you  such  legislative 
action  as  may  be  necessary  to  promote  this  interest. 

Conclusion. 
I  have  now,  according  to  my  ability,  performed  the  duty 
required  of  me  by  the  constitution  to  ^'  give  to  the  General 
Assembly  information  of  the  state  of  the  government."  It 
only  remains  for  me  to  express  the  hope  that  it  may  lead 
us,  in  our  respective  spheres  of  duty,  to  keep  in  common 
view,  as  the  great  object  of  our  action,  the  welfare  of  those 
by  whom  these  important  interests  have  been  entrusted  to 
our  care.

terest.

family  to  support,  shall  be  valid  except  to  secure  a  debt  for 
personal  board,  and  that  any  creditor  may  hold,  by  a  factor- 
izing process,  any  debt  not  covered  by  assignment. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  9.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An  Act 
in  addition  to  An  Act  concerning  Public  Officers,''  was  re- 
ceived from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  annex  to 
the  pamphlets  published  by  him  according  to  law,  entitled

which  such  acts  and  resolutions  shall  have  been  passed.

of  any  official  violating  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  The  bill 
further  repeals  all  acts  granting  special  privileges  to  any  Sav- 
ings Bank. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  11.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  amending  an  Act  incorporating  tlie  city  of  New  Britain," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs. 

The  bill  provides  for  a  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for 
said  city,  to  be  elected  by  the  Common  Council,  consisting  of 
three  members,  whose  time  of  office  shall  be  three  years,  and 
of  whom  one  shall  be  elected  each  year.

Act  for  free  passes  on  Railroads,"  was  received  from  the 
House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  all  Railroads  in  this  State  shall  pass 
members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  free 
over  their  roads  from  their  place  of  residence  to  the  Capital, 
and  return  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  upon 
such  member  presenting  to  the  conductor  a  certificate  of  his 
identity  under  the  hand  of  the  Secretary  of  State.

upon  the  petition  of  three  or  more  persons  shall  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  to  determine  the  question  of  necessity 
and  convenience. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  26.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  setting  off  Walker's  farm  district  in  Newtown,  to  the 
second  society  district  of  said  town,"  was  received  from  the 
House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  New  Towns 
and  Probate  Districts.

The  bill  so  amends  the  license  law  as  to  allow  the  county 
commissioners  to  license  any  person  upon  suitable  recom- 
mendation, and  repeals  that  part  of  the  law  allowing  towns 
to  determine  whether  licenses  should  be  granted. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 
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House  Bill  No.  29.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  concerning  the  admission  of  Paupers  to  the  Insane  Hos- 
pital," was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Pauper  Legislation. 

The  bill  provides  that  any  insane  pauper  may,  upon  the 
application  of  any  selectman  of  the  town  where  he  resides,  be 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  upon  the  order  of  the  Judge  of  Pro- 
bate for  the  same  district. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  30.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  concerning  Traveling  Paupers,"  was  received  from  the 
House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pauper 
Legislation. 

The  bill  provides  that  no  transient  pauper  or  indigent  per- 
son traveling  in  this  State  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  board 
or  lodging  from  any  selectman  or  other  person,  without  per- 
forming labor  sufficient  to  satisfy  such  selectman  or  other  per- 
son for  such  board  or  lodging ;  and  any  neglect  or  refusal  to 
perform  such  labor  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  at  hard 
labor  not  exceeding  sixty  days. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  3^1.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  alteration  of  the  General  Statute  relating  to  Education," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Education. 

The  bill  provides  for  a  board  of  school  visitors  in  every  town, 
to  consist  of  three,  jsix,  or  nine,  as  the  town  may  determine, 
who  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  holding  office  for  one, 
two,  and  three  years ;  but  where  there  are  only  three  in  any 
town,  they  shall  be  chosen  for  three  years ;  that  the  secretary 
and  other  acting  school  visitors  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  at 
the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  day  each  for  time  actually  em- 
ployed, and  for  the  time  actually  spent  in  visiting  the  schools 
they  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  per  day  each. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 
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House  Bill  No.  32.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  addition  to  Title  XX.  of  the  General  Statutes,"  was  re- 
ceived from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Judiciarv. 

The  bill  provides  for  punishment  in  the  Connecticut  State 
Prison,  for  not  more  than  two  years,  of  any  person  who  shall 
steal,  or  destroy  for  a  fraudulent  purpose,  during  the  life  of 
the  testator  or  testatrix,  or  after  his  or  her  death,  any  will, 
codicil,  or  other  testamentary  instrument. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  33.     A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  relating  to  Election  Districts,"  was  received  from  the^ 
House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  polls  in  the  second  voting  district 
in  the  town  of  Litchfield '  shall  hereafter  be  closed  at  three 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  instead  of  five  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon as  now  provided  by  law. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  34.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  enabling  towns  to  organize  and  maintain  Fire  Companies," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  any  town,  at  a  meeting  legally  warned 
for  the  purpose,  may  organize,  establish,  and  equip  fire-engine 
and  hose  companies  within  its  limits,  and  may  aid,  equip,  and 
support  those  within  its  limits  already  organized,  and  may  pass 
by-laws  regulating  the  same  when  not  within  limits  of  any 
city  or  borough,  and  may  purchase  or  provide  fire-engines, 
hose,  and  other  appliances  for  extinguishing  fire,  and  may 
purchase  and  hold  real  estate,  and  erect  or  lease  such  build- 
ings as  may  be  necessary  and  suitable  for  the  accommodation 
of  such  companies. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  35.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  regulating  the  official  term  of  Notaries  Public,  and  Com- 
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missioner  of  Deeds,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having 
been  rcfeiTed  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  all  notaries  public  hereafter  commis- 
sioned by  the  Governor  shall  hold  oflBce  for  two  years  from 
the  4th  day  of  July  in  the  year  he  shall  receive  his  commis- 
sion ;  and  the  terms  of  office  of  all  commissioners  of  deeds 
appointed  by  the  Governor  shall  be  five  yeare  from  the  date 
of  their  commissions  unless  sooner  revoked. 

Tlie  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  37.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  relating  to  Education,"  was  received  from  the  House, 
having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  bill  amends  section  1,  of  chapter  IV.,  of  title  11,  of  the 
General  Statutes. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  38.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  in  alteration  of  an  act  relating  to  Intoxicating  Liquors," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Temperance. 

The  bill  provides  that  ten  per  cent,  of  all  the  sums  received 
by  the  county  commissioners  for  licenses  shall  be  paid  to  the 
county. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  39.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  relating  to  Courts  in  Fairfield  County,"  was  received  from 
the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary. 

The  bill  provides  for  a  civil  term  of  the  Superior  Court  at 
Bridgeport  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  40.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  relating  to  Oaths,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having 
been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  clerks  of  courts  may  administer 
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oaths,  take  affidavits  and  depositions  in  all  cases  where  the 
same  may  be  required,  and  any  oath  heretofore  administered 
by  them  shall  be  deemed  legal  and  valid. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  41.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  relating  to  Civil  Actions,"  was  received  from  the  House, 
having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary.

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of  the  amount  of  all  other  deposits  except  on  the  amount  in- 
vested in  bonds  exempt  from  taxation.

damages,  be  taken  and  held  as  conclusively  admitting  to  be 
true  for  all  purposes  of  the  trial  every  well-pleaded  allegation 
in  the  declaration,  except  those  which  relate  to  the  amount 
of  the  plaintifi'^s  damages. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 
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House  Bill  No.  50.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  relating  to  spirituous  liquors,"  was  received  from  the 
House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Temper- 
ance. 

The  bill  provides  that  in  cases  of  application  for  license 
to  sell  spirituous  liquors,  where  tlie  applicant  is  not  tlie  owner 
of  the  premises,  the  owner  must  join  in  such  application  as 
one  of  the  signers,  and  also  become  one  of  the  sureties 
upon  the  bond. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference.

The  bill  provides  the  manner  in  which  his  proportion 
of  such  debt  shall  be  ascertained,  and  that  the  payments  shall 
be  made  in  the  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of 
such  town,  city,  or  borough,  and  that  such  bonds,  &c.,  shall 
then  be  cancelled.

SENATE  BILLL. 

Senate  Bill  No.  7.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Marlor  of  the  Thir- 
teenth  District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled 
*'  An  Act  relating  to  taxation  of  premiums  received  by  insur- 
ance companies  of  other  States  and  foreign  governments." 

The  bill  provides  that  all  insurance  companies  incoi-porated 
by  other  States,  and  doing  business  in  this  State,  shall  pay 
the  same  taxes  as  are  imposed  by  such  other  States  upon 
companies  incorporated  by  this  State  and  doing  business  in 
such  other  States,  and  that  all  companies  mcorporated  by  any 
foreign  government  shall  pay  to  the  State  a  tax  of  one  per 
cent,  upon  the  gross  amount  of  premiums  received  by  it  in  this 
State. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Insurance. 

Senate  Bill  No.  8.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Nichols  of  the  Fifth 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  *'  An  Act 
to  provide  for  a  commission  to  prepare  amendments  to  the 
Constitution.''

House  Bill  No.  46.  A*  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  relating  to  taxes  on  Savings  Banks,"  was  received  from 
the  House,  the  House  having  insisted  on  the  former  action  in 
referring  tlie  bill  to  the  Committee  on  Banks. 

The  Senate  insisted  upon  its  former  action  in  referring  the 
bill  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  asked  for  a  Committee 
of  conference,  and  appointed  the  Hon.  Mr.  Bulkley  of  the 
Tenth  District  as  such  Committee. 
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House  Bill  No.  61.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  amending  the  charter  of  the  Borough  of  Danbury,"  was 
received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Cities  and  Boroughs. 

The  bill  provides  that  all  officers  chosen  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Borough  of  Danbury,  shall  be  elected  by  bal- 
lot, and  that  any  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes 
for  the  office  for  which  he  is  voted  for,  shall  be  legally  elected 
thereto. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  62.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  relation  to  taxation,"  was  received  from  the  House, 
having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  amends  section  14  of  chapter  1,  title  12,  of  the 
General  Statutes,  by  striking  out  all  after  the  words  "  other- 
wise provided,"  in  the  7th  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  "  but  all  moneys  secured  by  mortgage  security  in 
this  State,  shall  be  put  in  the  list  and  taxed  in  the  town  where 
the  mortgagee  resides." 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  63.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  amending  section  5,  part  15,  titlp  19  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes," was  received  from  the  House,  having  bgen  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  amends  the  above  section  by  striking  out  the  words 
"  twelve  hours  "  in  the  second  line  from  the  bottom  and  in- 
serting the  words  "  three  days  "  in  lieu  thereof. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  64.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  concerning  civil  authority  meetings  and  the  election  of 
jurors,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  ratifies  the  doings  of  any  civil  authority  meeting 
where  Jurors  were  elected  for  the  present  year. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference.' 
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House  Bill  No.  65.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  I'elating  to  civil  actions/^  was  received  from  the  House, 
having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  whenever  in  any  action  at  law  the 
defendant  shall  file  a  demurrer  to  the  plaintiff's  declaration 
or  shall  suffer  a  default,  either  party  may  move  for  a  hearing 
in  damages,  which,  at  the  request  of  either  party,  shall  be 
assessed  by  a  jury,  provided  the  cause  shall  be  placed  in  the 
Jury  Docket  within  the  time  now  prescribed  by  law. 

The  bill  was  read  tlie  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  66.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  concerning  glandered  horses,"  was  received  from  the 
House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Agriculture. 

The  bill  provides  for  the  putting  to  death  of  all  horses  hav- 
ing the  disease  known  as  glanders. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  67.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  concerning  the  taxation  of  Railroads,  Express,  and  Trans- 
portation Companies  by  towns,"  was  received  from  the  House, 
having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  all  stock  owned  by  any  person  resid- 
ing in  this  State,  in  any  railroad,  express,  or  transportation 
company,  shall  be  put  in  the  list  of  the  town  where  such  per- 
son resides,  at  its  fair  market  value,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
taxation  by  the  several  towns  of  this  State. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  68.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  confirm  the  doings  of  Assessors  and  Boards  of  Relief, 
and  other  town  officers,  in  certain  cases,"  was  received  from 
the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference.

The  bill  provides  that  no  person  shall  take  any  fish  from 
any  of  the  lakes  or  ponds  in  the  town  of  Salisbury  in  any 
other  manner  except  by  hook  and  line,  under  penalty  of  ten 
dollars. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  71.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  repealing  the  charter  of  the  Waterbury  and  Cheshire 
Plank  Road  Company,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having 
been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  72.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  '*  An 
Act  amending  the  charter  of  the  city  of  New  Britain,"  was 
received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Cities  and  Boroughs.

The  bill  provides  that  if  any  person  shall  post  or  place  in  any 
public  highway  any  bill,  sign,  or  painting  calculated  to  frigliten 
animals  of  ordinary  gentleness,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  seven  dollars. 
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The  bill  was  read  the  first  time^  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  74.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  create  and  establish  a  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  Tol- 
land county,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having  been 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  for  a  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  said 
county,  to  be  holden  at  Rockville  in  the  town  of  Vernon.

Tlie  Hon.  Mr.  Coogan  of  the  Tliird  Dis- 
trict introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  ^'  An  Act  in 
amendment  and  alteration  of  an  act  relating' to  liens." 

The  bill  amends  section  9  of  chapter  7,  title  18  of  tlie  Gen- 
eral Statutes,  by  striking  out  of  the  tenth  and  eleventh  lines 
of  said  section  the  words,  '^  provided  that  no  such  lien  shall 
attach  to  any  estate  not  owned  by  the  party  against  whom 
such  claim  exists." 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary. 

Senate  Bill  No.  10.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Coogan  of  the  Third 
District  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An  Act  re- 
lating to  salaries  and  fees." 

The  bill  provides  that  the  jury  fee  in  Courts  of  Common 
Pleas  shall  be  four  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  the  party  bringing 
the  action,  the  fee  for  each  judgment  on  a  trial,  two  dollars ; 
for  judgment  on  default  or  non-suit,  one  dollar ;  for  each  con- 
tinuance, twenty-five  cents,  that  the  clerk's  fee  for  entering  a 
cause,  and  recording  each  judgment  at  law,  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary. 

Senate  Bill  No.  11.  The  Committee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs 
introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  extend 
the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  the  city 
of  Hartford,"  on  House  Petition  No.  14. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  tabled.

House  Bill  No.  76.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  amending  section  21  of  article  1  of  part  1  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  relating  to  fisheries,"  was  received  from  the 
House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fisheries. 

The  bill  amends  the  above  section  by  inserting  after  the 
word,  "  Brauford,"  the  words,  "  or  East  Haven ;"  and  pro- 
vides that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  dredging  upon  cer- 
tain grounds  in  the  waters  of  East  Haven,  by  the  owners 
thereof. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  77.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  addition  to  an  act  for  the  protection  of  game,"  was 
received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Agriculture. 

The  bill  prohibits  the  killing,  transportation,  buying,  sell- 
ing, or  |)08se88ion  of  for  any  purpose,  by  any  person  or  cor- 
poration, of  woodcock,  ruflFed  grouse  or  pinnated  grouse,  ex- 
cepting in  the  months  of  September,  October,  November,  and 
December,  or  of  quail  excepting  in  the  months  of  October, 
November,  and  December.  It  also  prohibits  the  taking  of 
any  of  the  above  game,  at  any  time  by  the  use  of  traps, 
snares,  or  other  similar  devices,  or  tlie  construction  of  the 
same,  by  any  person  except  upon  his  own  land.  It  also  pro- 
hibits hunting  and  fishing  on  Sunday.  It  further  provides 
that  no  person  shall  kill,  keep  when  killed,  or  expose  for  sale, 
any  wild  ducks,  wild  goose,  or  brant,  in  June,  July,  or  August, 
and  tliat  no  one  sliall  kill  the  above  game  at  night,  or  shoot 
the  same  from  any  vessel  or  boat  propelled  by  steam  or  sail ; 
and  for  a  fine,  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  to  be  imposed  on  any 
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person  violating  any  of  the  preceding  provisions.  The  bill 
fiirther  provides,  that  the  entering  upon  the  premises  of  another 
for  the  purpose  of  hunting  contrary  to  the  provision  of  the 
bill  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  payable  to  the 
occupant  of  such  premises. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference.

Senate  Bill  No.  11.  The  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  extend  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commission- 
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ers  of  the  City  of  Hartford,"  reported  on  House  Petition  No. 
14,  was  taken  from  the  table. 

The  bill  was  passed. 

Senate  Bill  No.  12.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Marlor,  of  the  Thir- 
teenth District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled 
"  An  Act  relating  to  Savings  Banks  and  Savings  Societies." 

The  bill  provides  that  no  one  shall  be  a  Trustee  of  a  Sav- 
ings Bank  having  $500,000  or  more  deposit,  unless  he  have 
at  the  time  of  his  election  at  least  $500  on  deposit  in  said 
bank,  and  as  soon  as  his  deposit  falls  below  that  amount  he 
shall  cease  to  be  a  Trustee. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Banks. 

Senate  Bill  No.  13.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Bulklej,  of  the  Tenth 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An  Act 
relating  to  Savings  Banks." 

The  bill  provides  that  every  Savings  Bank  shall  pay  to  the 
State,  as  a  franchise  tax,  a  sum  equal  to  one-half  of  one  per 
cent,  on  the  amount  of  its  deposits  and  surplus  loaned  on  real 
estate,  and  one  per  cent,  on  the  balance  of  its  deposits  and 
surplus  not  so  loaned,  deducting,  however,  the  amount  in- 
vested in  bonds,  exempt  from  taxation,  and  also  the  amount 
invested  in  real  estate  otherwise  taxed,  such  tax  to  be  in  lieu 
of  all  other  taxation.  The  bill  also  provides  for  returns  to  be 
made  by  the  Savings  Banks  to  the  Comptroller,  and  that  Sav- 
ings Banks  in  the  hands  of  receivers  shall  pay  a  tax  equal  to 
one-half  of  one  per  cent,  on  its  cash  assets,  to  be  returned  by 
such  receiver  to  the  Comptroller. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  tlie  Com- 
mittee on  Finance. 

Senate  Bill  No.  14.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Bulkley,  of  the  Tenth 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An  Act 
relating  to  special  appropriations  from  the  State  Treasury." 

The  bill  provides  that  no  special  appropriation  shall  be 
made,  unlesd  the  bill  or  resolution  making  such  appropriation 
shall  have  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  before 
being  put  upon  its  final  passage.

The  bill  provides  that  the  avails  of  the  property  of  any  bank 
placed  in  the  hands  of  receivers  for  settlement  shall  be  appix)- 
priated  rateably  as  follows :  to  the  payment,  1st,  of  the  charges 
and  expenses  of  settling  its  concerns ;  2d,  of  all  lawful  taxes ; 
3d,  of  its  circulating  notes ;  4th,  of  its  deposits  ;  5th,  of  all 
sums  paid  in  for  its  stock  by  the  State  or  School  Fund  ;  6th, 
of  all  other  liabilities,  and  the  surplus^ shall  be  distributed 
among  the  stockholders. 

•    The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Banks. 

Senate  Bill  No.  20.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Bulkley  of  the  Tenth 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  ^'  An  Act  in 
alteration  of  an  Act  relating  to  special  taxes  on  corporations." 

The  bill  provides  that  all  life  insurance  companies  chartered 
in  this  State,  and  doing  business  in  whole  or  in  part  iipon  the 
plan  of  mutual  insurance,  shall  pay  to  the  State,  as  a  fran- 
chise tax,  a  sum  equal  to  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  total 
amount  of  its  premium  notes,  and  on  the  market  value  of  its 
actual  assets,  deducting,  however,  the  amount  of  its  ascer- 
tained and  unpaid  losses,  the  market  value  of  its  real  estate 
liable  to  taxation,  the  market  value  of  any  bonds  exempt 
from  taxation  by  the  loan  of  the  State,  and  the  market  value 
of  the  assets  belonging  to  the  stock  department,  if  such  stock 
is  otherwise  liable  to  taxation.  The  bill  also  provides  for  a 
detailed  statement  of  its  affairs  to  be  made  to  the  State,  to 
be  corrected  by  the  Board  of  Equalization,  and  for  penalties 
for  non-compliance  with  this  Act.

provisions  of  Section  7,  Chapter  5,  Title  18,  of  the  Revision 
of  1876.

House  Bill  No.  85.     A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  ^'  An 
Act  in  addition  to  title  13,  chapter  8,  of  the  General  Statues," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  deferred  to  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary.

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The  bill  provides  that  clerks  of  courts  shall  receive  for 
making  all  certificates  of  naturalization,  as  follows,  to  wit : 
For  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a  citizen  and  certifi- 
cate, $1.00 ;  For  naturalization  and  certificate  of  citizenship, 
$1.50.

Act  to  correct  the  General  Statutes,"  was  received  from  the 
House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  amends  Article  1,  Part  1,  Chapter  4,  Title  16,  by 
inserting  after  the  word  "  oysters  "  in  the  2d  line  of  Section 
5,  and  in  the  2d  line  of  Section  7,  the  words  '^  clams  or 
mussels,"  and  by  adding  to  Section  23  the  following,  "  But 
an  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  final  judgment  of  such  jus- 
tice to  the  next  term  of  the  Superior  Court  in  the  same  county, 
or  to  the  next  term  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  such 
county,  if  there  be  one." 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference.

The  bill  repeals  so  much  of  the  statute  as  requires  the 
Commissioners  to  make  semi-annual  examinations  of  all  the 
railroads,  and  makes  it  their  duty  to  examine  any  railroad 
whenever  they  have  reason  to  believe,  or  are  notified  that  the 
same  is  in  a  defective  condition. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Rail  Roads. 

Senate  Bill  No.  24.  Tiie  Hon.  Mr.  Bulkley  of  the  Tenth 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An  Act 
relating  to  Courts." 

The  bill  increases  the  number  of  the  Superior  Court  Judges 
from  six  to  eight. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary. 

Senate  Bill  No.  25.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Bulkley  of  the  Tenth 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  '^  An  Act 
in  relation  to  Bounties  of  Enlisted  Men  in  the  late  war." 

The  bill  provides  that  all  persons  who  enlisted  in  the  late 
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war  and  were  accredited  to  the  quota  of  any  town,  may  re- 
cover from  such  town  whatever  bounty  had  at  that  time  been 
voted  by  such  town,  provided  they  have  not  received  the 
same.

court  docket  may  be  heiard  and  tried  while  the  Judge  who 
was  assigned  is  engaged  in  trying  cases  in  the  jury  docket  or 
other  causes  in  the  court* docket. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  139.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  concerning  Railroads,"  was  received  from  the  House, 
having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Railroads. 

The  bill  provides  for  the  building  and  maintaining  fences 
along  the  line  of  railroads  by  the  railroad  companies,  upon 
the  order  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners.

The  bill  amends  the  above  section  by  inserting  after  the 
words  "  the  selectmen  of  any  town,"  the  words  "  the  Mayor 
of  any  city,  the  Warden  of  any  borough,  the  Committee  of 
any  School  District." 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  142.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  addition  to  an  Actconcerning  Special  Taxes  on  Corpora- 
tions," was  received  jfrom  the  House,  having  been  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Banks.

The  bill  provides  that  all  doors  for  exit  in  all  church  build- 
ings, theatres,  opera  houses,  school  houses  and  halls  shall  be 
arranged  so  as  to  open  or  swing  outward. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first-  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  144.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act  concerning  Savings  Banks,"  was 
received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Banks. 

The  bill  provides  that  no  cashier  of  a  bank  of  discount  or 
circulation  shall  be  treasurer  of  any  Savings  Bank  having 
over  one  million  dollars  of  deposits. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  145.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  concerning  Highways,  Turnpikes, 
Bridges,  and  Perries,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having 
been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 
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The  bill  provides  for  the  estimate  of  damages  sustained  by 
any  person  or  corporation,  caused  by  the  construction  of 
bridores. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  146.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  ^^  An  Act 
relating  to  Railroads,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having 
been  referred  to  tlie  Committee  on  Constitutional  Amend- 
ments. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  at  least 
one  week  before  each  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly, 
transmit  to  every  pei'son  who  shall  have  been  elected  a  mem- 
ber of  either  House  a  ticket  for  free  transportation.  The 
State  Controller,  with  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
shall  determine  upon  what  compensation  ought  to  be  awarded 
for  the  current  year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  General  As- 
sembly* before  its  adjournment. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  tabled  on  motion  of 
Senator  Willcox. 

House  Bill  No.  147.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  addition  to  and  in  alteration  of  an  Act  concerning 
Overseers  and  Probate  Courts,"  was  received  from  the  House, 
having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  pi'ovides  that  the  Court  of  Probate  of  any  district, 
upon  written  application,  may  authorize  the  guardian  or  over- 
seer of  any  ward  appointed  by  the  Superior  Court,  to  mort- 
gage the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  real  estate  of  his  ward  to 
secure  any  liability  of  such  ward,  or  to  provide  for  the  neces- 
sary expense  of  said  ward. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  148.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  validating  the  doings  of  Selectmen  in  certain  cases,"  was 
received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  in  all  cases  in  which  rate  bills  here- 
tofore made  out  for  the  collection  of  any  tax  have  not  been 
made  out  under  the  hands  of  the  Selectmen  of  a  town .  or 
a  committee  of  any  other  community  according  to  law,  and 
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in  cases  where  Selectmen  have  neglected  to  sign  such  rate-bills, 
and  where  no  warrant  has  been  made  out  and  signed,  such 
rate-bills  shall  be  good  and  valid,  notwithstanding. 

The  bill  was  read  the  fii'st  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  149.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  equalize  sewer  assessments  in  the  City  of  New  Britain," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs. 

The  bill  provides  in  Section  1,  that  upon  the  execution  of 
any  order  of  thQ  Common  Council  of  said  city  for  the  con- 
struction of  any  lateral  branch  or  connecting  sewer,  there  may 
be  assessed  upon  all  persons  especially  benefited,  a  reasonable 
part  of  the  expense.  Section  3  provides  that  the  time  of 
opening  the  Police  Court  of  said  city  shall  be  eight  o'clock  in 
the  foi'enoon  instead  of  nine  as  now  provided. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference.

Senate  Bill  No.  34.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Howard  of  the  Twenty- 
first  District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  ^^  Ah 
Act  relating  to  Wills,  Executors,  Administrators,  Trustees, 
and  Assignees." 

The  bill  provides  that  all  bequests  or  conveyances  of  estate 
to  any  corporation,  or  person  in  trust,  for  religious  or  charita- 
ble purposes,  shall  be  void  unless  made  within  one  month  be- 
fore the  decease  of  the  tci^tator  or  alienor,  and  that  all  wills 
shall  be  void  when  made  by  a  person  in  a  feeble  condition, 

« 

unless  the  contents  of  said  will  shall  "be  known  to  two  credible 
witnesses.  The  bill  prohibits  Judges  of  Probate  from  acting 
as  executors,  administrators,  trustees,  or  assignees. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary. 

Senate  Bill  No.  35.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Marlor  of  the  Thirteenth 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An  Act 
in  relation  to  Joint  Stock  Companies  and  Corporations." 

The  bill  provides  that  the  stockholders,  in  any  corporation, 
may  elect  one  of  their  number  to  preside  at  any  meeting  of 
such  stockholders. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary. 

Senate  Bill  No.  36.  '  The  Hon.  Mr.  Willcox  of  the  Nine- 
teenth District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  relating  to  Lands." 

The  bill  provides  that  Railroad  Companies  may,  by  a  proper 
deed,  convey  the  absolute  title  to  any  land  that  they  have  ac- 
quired by  purchase.

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The  bill  provides  that  when  any  person  shall  have  been 
heretofore  tried  and  acquitted  of  any  crime  on  the  ground  of 
insanity  or  dementia,  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  where 
such  person  was  tried,  may  order  him  or  her  to  be  confined  in 
the  Connecticut  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  upon  the  same  condi- 
tions and  under  the  same  restrictions  as  said  court  ie  now  em- 
powered to  order  the  confinement  of  any  person  who  shall 
herereafter  be  acquitted  of  any  crime  upon  tlie  ground  of  in- 
sanity. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  153.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  relating  to  Savings  Banks,"  was  received  from  the  House, 
having  been  referred  to  tlie  Committee  on  Banks. 

The  bill  repeals  so  much  of  the  General  Statutes  as  prohib- 
its the  cashier  of  a  bank  of  discount  or  circulation  from  being 
treasurer  of  any  savings  bank  having  over  five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  of  deposits. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  154.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An

estate  or  body  of  such  person  and  commit  him  to  jail  for  BO 
days  or  until  he  shall  cause  such  labor  to  be  performed. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  157.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  regulating  the  hom*s  of  labor  in  Manufacturing  Estab- 
lishments," was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  ho  woman  or  girl  shall  be  employed 
in  laboring,  by  any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  in  any  man- 
ufacturing establishment  in  this  State,  more  than  ten  hours 
per  day. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  158.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  de  Taxation,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having  been 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  all  money  loaned  on  interest  with  an 

agreement  that  the  borrower  shall  pay  the  legal  taxes  assessed 

against  the  real  estate  which  is  valued  and  set  in  the  assess- 

'  ment  list  at  a  sum  not  less  than  the  mortgage  incumbrance, 

•  shall  be  no  otherwise  assessed  than  by  assessing  and  taxing 

said  land. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  159.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  concerning  Railroads,"  was  received  from  the  House, 
having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Railroads. 

The  bill  provides  that  every  person  or  corporation  owning 
or  operating  any  railroad  located  wholly  or  in  part  in  this 
State,  forming  a  competing  line,  in  whole  or  in  part,  with  any 
other  road,  shall  receive  and  transport  freight  and  passengers 
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over  any  part  of  its  road  for  the  same  rate  per  mile  or  per  ton 
as  it  charges  for  the  transportation  of  such  freight  or  passen- 
gers not  received  from  any  competing  road. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  160.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  relating  to  the  sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors,"  was  received 
from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Temperance. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  County  Commissioners  of  the 
several  counties  in  this  State  shall  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  State,  on  the  first  of  each  month,  all  money  received 
for  licenses  the  preceding  month. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference.

The  petition  of  Joseph  Cummings 
et  aZ.,  in  aid  of  the  petition  for  the  establishment  of  an  agri- 
cultural experiment  station,  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Agriculture. 

SENATE  BILLS. 

Senate  Bill  No.  38.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Nichols  of  the  Fifth 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An  Act 
relating  to  the  sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors." 

The  bill  provides  that  the  fees  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  shall  be  as  follows :  for  wholesale  dealers,  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  for  retail  dealers  fifty  dollars ;  and  repeals  sec- 
tions 5,  6,  7,  8,  9, 10,  and  11  of  Part  H,  Chapter  XIV,  Title 
XVI,  of  the  General  Statutes. 
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The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Temperance. 

Senate  Bill  No.  39.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Johnson  of  the  Second 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An  Act 
concerning  Education." 

Tlie  bill  provides  that  school  visitors  and  school  committees 
shall  annually  make  a  detailed  report  of  the  public  schools  in 
their  respective  towns,  which  report  shall  be  printed,  and  two 
copies  thereof  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  and  one  copy  deposited  with  the  Town 
Clerk. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education. . 

Senate  Bill  No.  40.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Johnson  of  the  Second 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An  Act 
concerning  Education." 

The  bill  provides  that  the  income  of  the  School  Fund,  in- 
stead of  being  distributed  among  the  various  towns  at  the  rate 
of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  every  child  in  said  town 
between  the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen  years,  shall  be  divided 
between  the  towns,  respectively,  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  children  residing  in  the  several  towns  who  have  attended 
some  public  school  in  such  town  for  a  period  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  days  in  the  preceding  school  year. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education. 

Senate  Bill  No.  41.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Marlor  of  the  Second 
District,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  '^  An  Act 
relating  to  Savings  Banks." 

The  bill  provides  that  when  any  loan  is  made  by  any  Sav- 
ings Bank  upon  real  estate  security,  such  real  estate  shall  be 
appraised  by  two  or  more  persons  who  shall  be  well  known  in 
the  community  where  such  loan  is  made,  and  such  appraisal, 
together  with  a  certificate  of  title,  shall  be  lodged  and  kept 
by  the  Bank  making  such  loan. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Banks. 

Senate  Bill  No.  42.    The  Hon.  Mr.  Pond  of  the  First  Dis- 
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trict,  introduced  a  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
Prevent  Cruelty  to  Birds  and  Fowls." 

The  bill  prohibits  the  shooting  of  any  kind  of  bird  or  fowl, 
or  the  exposing  of  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  having  the 
same,  shot  at,  for  sport,  gain,  the  trial  of  skill  of  marksmen, 
or  any  shooting  match. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary. 

SENATE   JOINT  RESOLUTIONS. 

iSenate  Joint  Resolution  No.  36.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Fowler  of 
the  Eighteenth  District,  introduced  a  resolution  making  an 
appropriation  to  the  Connecticut  Industrial  School  for  Girls. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Humane 
Institutions. 

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  37.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Bowers  of 
the  Fourth  District,  introduced  a  resolution  amending  the 
charter  of  the  East  Haven  Railroad  Company. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Railroads. 

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  38.  Tlie  Hon.  Mr.  Fowler  of 
the  Ei^htx?enth  District,  introduced  a  resolution  to  promote 
agriculture,  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  $700  per  quarter 
to  the  college  in  this  State  which  shall  provide  the  most 
ample  facilities  for  the  establishment  of  an  agricultural  ex- 
periment station. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Agricul- 
ture. 

Senate  Joint  Resolution  No.  39.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Bowers 
of  the  Fourtli  District,  introduced  a  resolution  extending  the 
time  for  the  completion  of  the  New  York  and  New  England 
railroad. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Railroads. 

REMONSTRANCES. 

The  remonstrances  of  B.  A.  Buell  et  al.^  Samuel  A.  Miles 
et  aLj  and  Edwin  Marble  et  aLj  against  the  commutation  of 
the  sentence  of  John  B.  Anderson,  was  received  from  the 
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House,  having  been   referred   to   the   Committee   on   State 
Prison. 
The  Senate  concurred  in  the  action  of  the  House. 

HOUSE  BILLS. 

House  Bill  No.  171.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  **  An 
Act  relating  to  Fisheries,"  was  received  from  the  House,  hav- 
ing been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fisheries. 

The  bill  forbids  the  taking  of  shad  in  Connecticut  river  at 
any  other  time  than  between  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  and 
» the  twenty-fifth  day  of  June,. in  each  year,  under  a  jjenalty  of 
fifty  dollars. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  172.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  for  the  removal  of  Brush  and  Trees  from  the  Highways," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges. 

The  bill  provides  for  the  removal  of  all  Brush  and  Trees 
from  the  sides  of  Highways  except  shade  and  fruit  trees. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  173.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  concerning  Holidays,"  was  received  from  the  House,  hav- 
ing been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  first  Monday  of  April  in  each 
year  shall  be  considered  a  legal  holiday,  and  all  notes  and  bills 
of  exchange  falling  due  on  that  day  sliall  be  payable  the  next 
secular  day  thereafter. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  i-eference. 

House  Bill  No.  174.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  for  Assessing  and  Collecting  the  Salaries  and  Expenses 
of  the  Railroad  Commissioners,"  was  received  from  the  House, 
having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  shall  be  paid  quarterly  from  the 
treasury,  but  not  in  advance.     And  in  July  of  each  year,  the 
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whole  amount  so  paid  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  Controller 
among  the  several  railroad  companies,  in  proportion  to  their 
respective  gross  receipts ;  provided  that  when  any  railroad 
lies  partly  in  this  State,  said  railroad  shall  be  assessed  on  that 
portion  of  its  receipts  earned  on  that  part  of  the  road  lying 
in  this  State. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  175.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  amend  the  Charter  of  the  city  of  New  London,"  was 
received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs. 

The  bill  amends  the  charter  of  the  city  of  New  London, 
approved  May  28th,  A.  D.  1874,  by  striking  out  the  17th 
section  thereof. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  176.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  *'  An 
Act  concerning  the  Election  of  Assessors  and  Boards  of  Relief 
for  the  town  of  Norwich,"  was  received  from  the  House,  hav- 
ing been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  for  the  election  of  Assessors  and  Board 
of  Relief  for  the  town  of  Norwich,  on  the  firat  Monday  of 
April  in  each  year,  and  that  the  officers  so  elected  shall  hold 
office  from  the  date  of  their  election. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  177.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  '^  An 
Act  amending  an  Act  incorporating  the  city  ot  New  Britain," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  gives  the  City  Court  of  New  Britain  over  all  ac- 
tions at  law,  where  either  of  the  parties  reside  within  the 
town  of  New  Britain,  and  the  value  of  the  matter  in  demand 
exceeds  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  178.     A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
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Act  for  the  Taxation  of  non-resident's  Bailroad  Stock,"  was 
received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary. 

^  The  bill  provides  for  payment  by  the  Railroad  Companies  to 
the  State  of  a  tax  upon  that  portion  of  its  stock  owned  by 
non-residents,  and  repeals  the  provisions  of  the  law  requiring 
them  to  pay  a  tax  on  the  stock  owned  by  residents  of  this  State. 

Tlie  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  179.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  providing  for  the  Taxation  of  Railroad  Stock  of  residents," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Tlie  bill  provides  for  the  taxation  of  railroad,  horse  rail- 
road, steamboat,  transportation  and  express  stock,  owned  by 
residents  of  this  State  by  the  several  towns  where  such  owners 
reside. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  180.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  prohibit  the  issue  of  fictitious  Capital  by  Corporations," 
l^as  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Incorporations. 

The  bill  provides  that  no  corporation  shall  declare  any  stock 
dividends,  or  divide  tlie  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  stock  among 
its  stockholders,  nor  create  or  issue  any  additional  new  stock 
to  any  person  for  a  less  sum  to  be  paid  in  than  the  par  value 
thereof. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  181.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  relating  to  the  conduct  of  Elections," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the 
Conmiittee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  the  moderator  in  the  second  voting 
district  in  the  town  of  North  Brauford  shall,  in  each  alternate 
year,  be  the  presiding  officer  in  all  elector's  meetings  in  said 
town.

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The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  182.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act  to  revise  and  amend  the  Charter 
of  the  City  of  Norwich,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having 
been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Cities  and  Boroughs. 

The  bill  relates  to  the  making  and  keeping  in  repair  of  all 
highways,  streets,  and  roads,  in  the  city  of  Norwich. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  183.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  authorize  Insurance  Companies  to  Increase  their  Capi- 
tal," was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Insurance. 

The  bill  provides  that  any  insurance  company  may  at  any 
time  increase  its  nominal  capital  to  any  extent,  provided  it 
shall  not  exceed  the  actual  or  pretended  surplus  of  the  com- 
pany at  the  time  that  such  increased  capital  is  issued. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  184.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  relating  to  shell  fish  in  tide  waters  and  rivers,"  was  re^ 
ceived  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Fisheries. 

The  bill  validates  the  title  to  oyster  grounds  in  this  State 
that  are  imperfect  for  reason  of  insufficiency  of  record  evi- 
dence, or  legal  disability  in  the  assignor. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  185.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  in  addition  to  Chapter  4,  Title  16,  relating  to  Fisheries," 
was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Fisheries. 

The  bill  forbids  the  taking  of  fish  from  Cherry  Pond  in  the 
towns  of  Avon  and  Canton,  in  Hartford  County,  with  a  seine, 
scoop,  or  drag  net. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 
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House  Bill  No.  186.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  relation  to  Highways  and  Bridges,"  was  received  from 
the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Roads 
and  Bridges. 

The  bill  provides  that  all  towns  maintaining  covered  bridges 
shall  keep  the  same  lighted  in  the  night  season. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  187.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  concerning  Sheriffs,''  was  received  from  the  House,  hav- 
ing been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  increases  the  number  of  deputy  sheriffs  for  Fair- 
field County  from  eleven  to  thirteen. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  188.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  relating  to  Tramps,"  was  received  from  the  House,  hav- 
ing been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pauper  Legislation. 

The  bill  provides  that  tramps  may  be  detained  and  required 
to  perform  labor  as  a  compensatioti  for  food  and  lodging  fur- 
nished them,  but  not  beyond  the  hour  of  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  of  the  day  succeeding  the  application. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  189.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  to  extend  the  time  for  completing  the  vault  to  hold  the 
records  and  papers  of  the  Simsbury  Probate  Court,"  was  re- 
ceived from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Judiciary. 

Tlie  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  190.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  relating  to  Special  Contracts"  was  received  from  the 
House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  any  individual  or  corporation  requir- 
ing notice  of  intention  to  leave  their  employment  from  em- 
ployees, under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  any  part  of  wages 
earned,  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  a  like  forfeiture  if 
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they  shall  discharge  an  employee  without  like  notice,  except 
for  incapacity  or  misconduct. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  191.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  concerning  Crimes  and  Punish- 
ments," was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  Justices  of  the  Peace  in  criminal 
cases,  when  carried  to  the  Superior  Court  either  by  appeal  or 
binding  over,  shall  transmit  to  the  State's  Attorney,  within  ten 
days,  a  general  statement  of  the  evidence  in  the  case. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

•  House  Bill  No.  192.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "  An 
Act  relating  to  Joint  Stock  Corporations,"  was  received  from 
the  House,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Incor- 
porations. 

The  bill  repeals  the  law  requiring  joint  stock  companies  to 
make  annual  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  193.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  relating  to  Pees,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having 
been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  bill  provides  that  fees  of  Sheriffs  and  Deputies  for  at- 
tending courts  shall  be  five  dollars  per  day,  for  service  of 
writs  one  dollar,  and  for  endorsements  not  exceeding  one-half 
page  twenty-five  cents,  and  each  additional  page  forty  cents, 
and  for  copies  the  rate  of  forty  cents  per  page. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference.

The  bill  validates  the  doings  of  Joint  Stock  Corporations  or 
the  Secretary  of  such  corporation,  in  cases  where  such  Secre- 
tary resides  in  another  State. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference. 

House  Bill  No.  196.  A  bill  for  a  public  act  entitled  "An 
Act  relating  to  Electors  and  Elections  in  the  town  of  Water- 
bury,"  was  received  from  the  House,  having  been  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  New  Towns  and  Probate  Districts. 

The  bill  divides  said  town  into  four  voting  districts. 

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference.

The  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  the  Senate  concurred 
in  the  reference.

nitely postponed,  and  the  report  rejected. 

The  Senate  adhered  to  its  former  action  in  passing  the  res- 
olution. 

The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Lisurance,  on  the  resolution  concerning  Lisurance 
Companies,  recommending  the  rejection  of  the  resolution,  was 
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received  from  the  House,  the  resolution  having  been  rejected, 
and  the  report  accepted. 

The  Senate  concurred  in  the  action  of  the  House. 

House  Joint  Resolution  No.  213.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary,  introducing  a  resolution  de  new  Edition 
of  the  Statutes,  and  recommending  its  passage,  was  received 
from  the  House,  the  resolution  having  been  passed,  and  the 
report  accepted. 

The  Senate  concurred  in  the  action  of  the  House.

The  resolution  was  passed.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on 
State  Prison,  on  the  petition  of  John  B.  Anderson,  for  com- 
mutation of  his  death  sentence,  was  introduced  bj  Senator 
Coogan,  having  been  recalled  from  the  oflSce  of  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

A  resolution  introduced  by  Senator  Coogan  was  rejected, 
the  prayer  of  the  petition  granted,  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee accepted,  and  the  petitioners  granted  leave  to  withdraw.

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ju- 
diciary, on  a  bill  entitled  "  An  Act  de  set-off  in  certain  cases 
in  Equity,''  recommending  the  passage  of  the  bill,  was 
taken  from  the  table. 

The  bill  was  amended  and  passed,  and  the  report  accepted. 

House  Bill  No.  139.  The  Committee  of  Conference,  on  a 
bill  entitled  "  An  Act  de  Railroads, "  reported  that  they 
could  not  agree. 

The  Senate  adhered  to  the  former  action. 

REPORTS   ON   RESOLUTIONS. 

House  Joint  Resolutions  No.  209  and  211.  The  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Claims,  on  tUe  resolutions  "  de  Expenses  of 
State  Reform  School  Investigation,"  recommending  tlie  rejec- 
tion of  the  resolutions,  and  the  passage  of  substitutes  therefor, 
was  received  from  the  House,  the  substitute  resolutions  having 
been  passed,  and  the  report  accepted. 

The  Senate  concurred  in  the  action  of  the  House. 
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CLOSING  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  President  being  called  from  the  Senate,  the  President 
pro  tern,  took  the  chair. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Willcox  of  the  Nineteenth  District,  offered 
the  following  resolution : 

Senate, 
May  Session,  A.  D.  1876. 
Besolved^  That  the  thanks  of  this  body  are  hereby  extended 
to  his  Honor  Lieutenant  Governor  George  G.  Sill  for  the  able, 
courteous,  and  impartial  manner  in  which  he  has  presided  over 
the  deliberations  of  the  present  session. 

In  presenting  the  resolution,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Willcox  said: 

Mr.  President: — In  offering  this  resolution,  I  need  add  but 
a  word.  I  believe  it  expresses  the  sincere  feelings  of  every 
Senator. 

This  body,  in  my  judgment,  has  never  had  a  more  efficient 
or  impartial  presiding  officer  over  its  deliberations.  He  has 
not  only  been  constant  in  his  attendance  and  in  the  discharge 
of  the  ordinary  duties  of  a  presiding  oflScer,  but  he  has  taken 
a  deep  interest  in  the  labors  we  have  had  to  perform. 

Very  few  indeed,  among  the  multiplicity  of  public  and 
private  acts  that  have  been  passed  by  this  body,  but  what 
have  been  carefully  scanned  by  him,  and  many  important 
amendments  have  been  made  through  his  valuable  sugges- 
tions. And  perhaps  no  Senator  has  had  a  better  opportunity 
to  appreciate  the  value  and  wisdom  of  his  legislative  knowl- 
edge and  experience  than  myself. 

Senators,  we  are  about  to  separate  ;  the  labors  of  the  ses- 
sion are  closed  ;  we  have  had  many  important  matters  before 
us,  affecting  a  great  variety  of  interest,  requiring  us  to  exer- 
cise firmness  and  independence  in  our  actions,  here.  Still, 
not  a  harsh  word,  to  my  knowledge,  has  escaped  a  single 
Senator  that  has  left  an  unpleasant  or  rankling  feeling  in  the 
bosom  of  any  one  of  our  number.  Our  proceedings  here  are 
a  matter  of  record,  and  will  soon  be  spread  before  the  people 
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of  the  State,  to  receive  that  merit  or  demerit  which  they 
deserve.  I  trust  we  have  done  nothing  to  the  detriment  of 
the  public  good. 

Senators,  we  met  at  the  opening  of  this  session,  compara- 
tively strangers ;  our  intercourse  here  has,  I  believe,  ripened 
into  mutual  regard  and  affection  for  each  other,  and  I  trust 
that  these  pleasant  interchanges  of  sentiment  and  good  feeling 
will  be  the  means  of  perpetuating  a  lasting  friendship  between 
us. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Briggs  of  the  Fourteenth  District,  in  second- 
ing the  resolution,  said : 

Mr.  President : — At  such  a  time  as  this,  I  cannot  study  my 
language.     It  must  be  the  outpouring  of  sincere  feelings. 

My  legislative  experience  has  been  limited,  but  to  my  mind 
the  presiding  of  Governor  Sill  has  been  perfect.  His  decis- 
ions have  been  promptly  made,  and  his  rulings  have  never 
been  questioned. 

His  personal  bearing  has  been  that  of  courtesy  and  amia- 
bility. Every  Senator  will  bear  witness  that  we  have  been 
greatly  aided  in  our  deliberations  by  these  rare  qualities  in 
our  presiding  officer. 

To  yon,  fellow  Senators,  I  would  say  that  a  few  weeks  ago 
I  looked  forward  to  the  close  of  the  session  with  pleasure ; 
but  now,  as  we  approach  the  end  of  our  labors,  my  satisfac- 
tion is  tinged  with  sadness  at  the  thought  that  I  shall  see  your 
faces  and  enjoy  your  companionship  no  more. 

The  friendships  established  here  will  be  as  enduring  as  my 
life,  and  I  can  only  wish  as  I  bid  you  '*  good  bye,"  that  your 
future  may  be  as  happy  and  prosperous  as  your  conduct  here 
has  been  honorable. 

Although  we  were  all  chosen  to  represent  one  or  the  other 
of  the  great  parties  into  which  our  constituents  are  divided,  I 
am  most  happy  to  say  that  I  could  never  guess  which  it  was 
by  any  vote  I  have,  seen  given  here. 

To  my  mind,  it  is  the  perfection  of  legislation  when  this  is 
true. 
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The  Hon.  Mr.  Steele  of  the  Fifteenth  District  said: 

Mr,  President : — I  desire  to  say  a  word  in  addition  to  what 
was  said  last  year,  and  thank  the  lieutenant-governor  for 
the  able  and  impartial  manner  in  which  he  has  presided  over 
the  deliberations  of  this  Senate,  and  for  the  courtesy  which 
he  has  invariably  shown  the  members  in  his  official  capacity. 
And  while  we  congratulate  him  on  the  efficiency  with  which 
he  has  fulfilled  the  duties  of  the  chair — duties  always  ardu- 
ous, oftentimes  perplexing,  and  frequently  involving  sacrifices 
of  personal  feelings  and  preferences — we  most  cordially  wish 
for  him  a  like  success  in  any  place  of  trust  and  responsibility 
which  he  may  hereafter  be  called  upon  to  fill. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Tale  of  the  Sixth  District  said : 

Mr,  President', — I  am  unwilling  to  let  the  opportunity 
pass  without  saying  a  few  words.  I  believe  that  I  express 
the  feelings  of  every  Senator  when  I  say  that  the  duties  of 
the  presiding  officer  have  been  discharged  impartially  and  in 
the  most  courteous  and  efficient  manner ;  indeed  to  a  degree 
that  has  won  our  admiration. 

Our  intercourse  here  as  Senators  has  been  pleasant  to  my- 
self. We  came  together  mostly  strangers  to  each  other.  We 
part  now  feeling  almost  that  we  are  brothers.  I  bear  to  each  of 
the  members  a  most  friendly  and  cordial  feeling,  that  will 
continue  with  me  down  the  pathway  of  life  even  to  the  end. 

The  resolution  was  thereupon  unanimously  passed. 

The  President  soon  returned  to  the  Senate  Chamber,  and 
upon  taking  his  seat,  the  resolution  of  thanks  was  presented 
to  him  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Bowers  of  the  Fourth  District,  who 
said: 

Mr.  President: — 1  have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
you  this  Resolution  which  during  your  absence  has  been  unan- 
imously passed  by  this  Senate.  Permit  me  to  add,  sir,  that 
this  testimony  of  respect  and  esteem  is  not  a  mere  formal 
expression  of  compliment,  but  has  the  sincere  and  heartfelt 
concurrence  and  support  of  every  member  of  this  body,  each 
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of  whom  has  been  made  your  warm  personal  friend  by  the 
uniform  courtesy  and  kindness,  the  distinguished  ability  with 
which  you  have  presided  over  our  dehberations. 

When  you  retire  from  this  chamber  be  pleased,  Sir,  to 
carry  with  you  the  assurance  of  our  personal  respect,  and 
our  best  wishes  for  your  success  and  happiness  in  all  your 
future  relations  in  public  or  private  life. 

Lieutenant  Governor  Sill  responded  as  follows : 

Senators : — This  resolution  would  gratify  the  vanity  of  the 
most  exacting.  I  shall  accept  it  at  its  real  value.  My  posi- 
tion here  has  not  been  laborious  nor  harassing;  it  might  easi- 
ly Jiave  been  made  both.  There  has  been  the  utmost  harmony 
of  sentiment,  cordiality  of  feeling,  and  a  desire  to  make  the 
proceedings  harmonious  and  useful. 

As  I  have  been  compelled  to  sit  here  tliree  months  and  be 
talked  at,  I  deserve  a  few  moments  to  talk  back.  Allow 
me  to  say — and  this  is  probably  the  last  time  I  shall  address 
a  Senate  of  Connecticut — that  I  have  been  disappointed  at 
this  Senate,  and  most  gratifyingly  so.  For,  as  I  looked  about 
at  the  beginning  of  this  session,  I  saw  but  few  Senators  of 
legislative  experience ;  but  I  can  now  say  that  no  Senate 
has  more  manfully  met  and  discharged  its  duties.  There  has 
been  little  oratory  or  rhetoric,  but  an  earnest  desire  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  faithfully  and  honestly ;  you  met  like  busi- 
ness men  and  have  done  tlie  work  industriously  and  faithfully. 
Had  1  been  ignorant  as  I  took  the  chair,  that  you  were  the 
rei)resentatives  of  two  great  political  parties,  I  should  have 
remained  in  ignorance  to  this  moment.  There  has  beeji  no 
partisanship  here.  It  used  to  be  considered  the  duty  of  par- 
tisan members  to  oppose  whatever  originated  with  their  ad- 
versaries, but  in  this  Senate  tliere  has  been  nothing  of  the 
kind.  This  may  be  due  to  a  reflex  of  public  sentiment,  or 
maybe  you  are  creating  a  sentiment ;  that  the  atmosphere  is 
becoming  pui-er  and  better,  when  men  can  meet,  and,  forget- 
ting political  divisions,  w^ork  for  the  public  good. 

I  have  derived  great  pleasure  and  instruction  in  listening 
to  your  debates.     You  have  brought  a  surprising  amount  of 
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intelligence  to  bear  on  matters  which  men  are  not  often  called 
on  to  consider.  There  has  been  common  sense  shown,  wliich 
is  better  than  all  the  oratory  of  a  Webster  or  a  Ohoate.  You 
can  return  to  your  constituents  satisfied  that  you  have  faith- 
fully, honestly,  and  I  know  laboriously  discharged  your  du- 
ties. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Howard,  of  the  Twenty-first  District,  then 
arose  and  presented  the  Lieutenant-Governor  with  a  set  of 
very  elegant  pictures,  with  the  following  remarks  : 

Mr.  President:  We  are  at  length  come  to  a  time  when 
either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly  may  act  independently 
of  the  other.  Whatever  may  be  done  here  need  not  be  sent 
to  the  other  House  for  concurrence.  My  associates  have  com- 
missioned me  to  the  performance  of  a  pleasant  duty.  And  I 
desire  to  say,  at  the  outset,  that  flattery  is  a  very  poor  incense 
to  offer  to  a  friend, — cheap  in  the  giver,  worthless  to  the 
receiver, — unworthy  of  ourselves,  unworthy  of  you.  I  find 
how  difficult  it  is  to  avoid  the  customary  phrase  of  eulogy. 
But  I  wish  that  my  most  earnest  words  may  assure  you  how 
sincere  is  the  respect  we  liave  learned  to  entertain  for  your- 
self, in  the  duties  of  this  chamber.  I  may  congratulate  the 
Senate  upon  the  fact  that  we  have  shared  your  promptness  and 
accuracy  in  our  deliberations, — fortunate  that  the  people 
placed  you  here,  but  possibly,  I  ought  to  add,  remembering 
the  universal  disinclination  to  office,  that  we  know  not  what 
a  sacrifice  you  must  have  made  in  consenting  to  take  the 
position  for  a  third  term, 

Mr.  President:  Some  of  us  have  reached  an  age  for  which 
the  flights  of  the  spread  eagle  have  few  attractions ;  and  our 
deliberations  have  been  so  quiet  as  scarcely  to  create  a  ripple 
on  the  surface, — possibly  too  quiet  for  tlie  young,  the  ambi- 
tious, tlie  enthusiastic,  and  more  befitting  those  on  whose  heads 
the  early  frosts  are  fallen. 

We  have  done  something  toward  checking  the  tendency  to 
abundant  and  superabundant  legislation,  and  nothing  during 
the  session  has  given  me  more  gratification  than  to  see  the 
committees,  especially  the  Judiciary  Committee,  sweeping  the 
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rubbish  of  scores  of  acts,  in  addition  to  acts,  in  alteration  of 
acts,  explanation  of  acts,  and  modification  of  acts,  into  the 
waste-basket.  Many  themes  have  been  discussed,  and  many 
labors  had  upon  matters  of  public  concern;  and  although 
few  high  questions  like  those  of  "  Liberty  or  Death,"  about 
which  a  Roman  Senate  could  not  "  long  debate,"  have  reached 
our  times,  still  we  have  done  our  duty, — the  highest  pitiise  one 
can  bestow  or  receive.  No  partisan  controversy  has  embittered 
our  conferences,  and  were  it  not  for  the  journals  of  early 
Api-il,  we  should  hardly  know  the  political  complexion  of  this 
body.  Few  appeals  have  been  made  to  the  silent  guardians 
who  have  watched  us  from  these  tapestried  walls.  Nor  do  1 
know  that  we  have  been  careful  to  inquire  what  any  of  this 
grand  old  circle,  even  the  courtly  Saltonstall  and  the  Trum- 
buUs,  would  have  thought  of  our  legislation.  You  must  have 
noticed  that  not  one  of  them  has  seemed  to  be  sleeping,  even 
during  our  least  brilliant  hours.  The  daily  presence  of  devout 
chaplains  has  admonished,  perhaps  chastened,  us  into  univer- 
sal cliarity  toward  all  men,  and  possibly  we  owe  it  in  some 
degree  to  their  agency  that  no  overwhelming  calamity  or 
sorrow  hath  stricken  this  body. 

You  are  scarcely  aware,  sir,  of  the  apprehensions  which 
were  -entertained  for  a  moment  when  you  as  well  as  His 
Excellency,  the  Governor,  were  temporarily  absent  from  this 
capital  city.  But  all  anxiety  ceased  in  this  body  when  it  was 
recollected  that  there  sat  in  your  seat  one  in  whose  veins,  as 
we  have  learned,  centered  and  mingled  some  of  the  best  blood 
of  the  Revolution ;  and  who,  had  riot  or  invasion  occurred, 
would  have  risen  to  the  emergency,  and  done  honor  to  his 
revolutionary  ancestry. 

Mr.  President :  I  shall  indulge  in  no  sentimentalities.  But 
it  can  scarcely  bo  supposed  that  a  company  of  gentlemen, 
selected  for  public  duty,  can  be  associated  together  for  months, 
with  the  customary  courtesies  of  this  chamber,  without  the 
growth  of  respectful  regard ;  nay,  possibly  of  affectionate 
attachments,  which  may  linger  when  these  scenes  shall  become 
matters  of  remembrance.

But  pardon  me,  Mr.  President,  pardon  me,  Senators,  for 
these  wanderings.  There  remains  to  me,  sir,  but  a  single 
i^reeable  duty.  It  is  to  present  you,  in  behalf  of  this  body,  this 
testimonial  of  their  respect  for  yourself.  Hereafter,  it  will 
remind  you  and  yours  of  wliatever  is  pleasant  in  the  recollec- 
tions of  this  hour.  I  speak  not  of  its  merits  or  excellence, 
as  a  matter  of  art.  Its  value  consists  in  the  friendship  which 
has  suggested  the  offering.  Place  it,  sir,  not  among  the 
rewards  won  by  a  life  of  public  integrity,  as  rewards^  but 
rather  among  the  tributes  gathered  from  the  sincere  personal 
regard  of  your  friends. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor,  in  accepting  the  present,  said : 

Senators: — In  responding  to  the  resolution  I  had  no  special 
dearth  of  words  to  express  my  sentiments,  but  when  your 
kindness  takes  this  visible  and  tangible  form,  no  words  of 
mine  can  express  my  gratitude.  For  I  believe  it  comes  from 
your  hearts,  and  as  such  I  receive  it  with  gmtitude  too  deep 
for  utterance.  And  as  I  see  the  mother  of  the  Gracchi  whose 
jewels  were  her  sons,  my  jewels  will  be  your  generous  hearts, 
and  in  this  closing  hour,  deeply  embalmed  in  memory,  I  can 
only  say  in  closing,  as  did  Tiny  Tim,  "  God  bless  you  all ! 
God  bless  you  every  one." 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Coogan  of  the  Third  District,  then  arose 
and  presented  the  Clerk  with  a  set  of  very  valuable  pearl 
studs,  with  the  following  remarks : 

Mr.  Hyde : — Two  years  agone,  when  I  was  a  member  of  the 
house,  and  you  were  sitting  at  the  desk  as  its  assistant  clerk, 
I  had  the  pleasure  to  present  you,  on  behalf  of  its  members, 
with  a  souvenir  of  their  confidence  and  esteem.  To-day, 
through  the  kindness  of  my  fellow  members,  I  am  selected  to 
present  to  you,  on  their  behalf,  with  another  gift. 

Never,  sir,  has  it  been  my  good  fortune  to  perform  a  more 
agreeable  duty,  or  one  tliat  more  fully  accords  witli  every  feel- 
ing of  my  heart.  Your  conduct  in  the  responsible  position 
of  clerk  of  the  Senate  has  been  marked  with  promptness, 
accuracy,  and  courtesy.     Always  ready  to  assist  us,  always 
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glad  to  fulfil  our  many  requests,  you  have  won  our  respect, 
and  as  a  lasting  recognition  of  the  same,  we  desire  you  to 
accept  from  us  these  slight,  but  beautiful,  tokens  of  our  feel- 
ings. Take  them,  and  we  only  ask  that  you  receive  thorn  in 
the  same  spirit  in  which  they  are  tendered.  We  depart,  and 
many  of  us  you  may  not  see  again,  but  let  this  gift  be  to  you 
a  constant  reminder  of  your  associates  in  the  session  of  1875. 
Your  legislative  clerkship  ceases,  and  as  you  now  go  back  to 
the  ranks  of  your  profession,  our  sincere  wish  is  that  you 
may  live  to  reap  its  highest  rewards  and  enjoy  its  golden 
honors. 

The  Clerk  replied  : 

Senators : — I  accept  this  beautiful  present  with  profound 
gratitude,  and  will  ever  chierish  it  as  a  memorial  of  the  patient 
forbearance  and  generous  kindness  with  which  my  many  im- 
perfections have  been  borne  by  you  all  during  the  entire 
session. 

On  motion,  the  President  appointed  Senator  Yale  a  com- 
mittee to  wait  upon  the  House  and  inform  that  body  that  the 
Senate  had  completed  the  business  of  the  Session,  and  was 
ready  to  meet  the  House  in  convention  for  the  purpose  of 
final  adjournment. 

The  committee  soon  after  reported  that  it  had  performed 
its  duty,  and  the  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee  dis- 
charged. 

A  committee  from  the  House  entered  the  Senate  Chamber 
and  announced  that  that  body  was  ready  to  meet  the  Senate 
in  convention. 

JOINT  CONVENTION. 

The  Senate,  preceded  by  His  Honor,  Hon.  George  G. 
Sill,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate,  entered  the  Hall  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

The  President  of  the  Senate  presided  over  the  Convention. 

The  Clerk  of  the  Senate  and  the  Clerk  of  the  House  acted 
as  Secretaries. 
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The  Hon.  Mr.  Marlor,of  the  Thirteenth  District,  moved  that 
a  Committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator  and  two  Representa- 
tives, be  appointed  to  wait  upon  His  Excellency  the  Governor, 
and  inform  him  that  the  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly 
were  assembled  in  Convention,  and  ready  to  receive  any  com- 
munication that  his  Excellency  would  be  pleased  to  make. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  President  appointed  Hon. 
Mr.  Marlor,  of  the  Thirteenth  District,  and  Messrs.  Austin  of 
Norwich,  and  Cleveland  of  Hampton,  such  committee. 

Having  performed  the  duties  assigned  them,  the  committee 
reported  that  His  Excellency  would  soon  meet  the  Convention 
for  the  purpose  of  adjournment.  The  report  was  accepted 
and  the  committee  discharged. 

The  Hon.  Mr.  Willcox,  of  the  Nineteenth  District,  moved 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  other  State  Officers,  and  request  their  attendance 
at  the  Convention. 

The  motion  prevailed,  and  the  Hon.  Mr.  Willcox  was  ap- 
pointed on  that  Committee. 

The  Committee  reported  that  the  State  Officers  would  soon 
be  in  attendance.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Commit- 
tee discharged. 

His  Excellency,  Charles  R.  IngersoU,  Governor  of  the  State, 
and  the  other  State  Officers,  soon  entered  the  Convention,  and 
were  received  by  the  Convention  standing. 

Prayer  was  oflFered  by  Chaplain  Fisher. 

THE    governor's    ADDRESS. 

His  Excellency  then  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assemble/ : 

I  am  here,  in  accordance  with  usage,  to  order  the  final  ad- 
journment of  the  General  Assembly.  But  I  desire,  before 
doing  so,  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  termination  of  your 
labors.  I  do  so  with  especial  satisfaction,  inasmuch  as  I 
believe  that  the  legislation  which  you  have  accomplished  has 
been,  in  a  large  degree — I  feel  that  I  am  justified  in  saying, 
in  a  larger  degree  than  usual — characterized  by  caution  and 
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discretion,  and  a  just  sense  and  appreciation  of  the  high  re- 
sponsibility of  the  legislative  office.  I  think  that,  in  a  large 
measure,  this  has  been  due  to  the  harmony  which  has  pre- 
vailed during  your  deliberations ;  to  the  generial  freedom  from 
those  contests  of  mere  factious  and  partisan  strife  which 
sometimes  lead  so  many  of  us  to  forget  that  we  are  fellow- 
citizens  of  a  common  country,  with  common  interests,  and 
with  a  common  pride  in  her  good  name  and  authority.  I 
hope,  and  I  believe,  that  this  same  feeling  of  good-will  which 
has  prevailed  during  your  personal  associations  will  lead  you 
to  look  back  upon  this  session  with  pleasure,  and  will,  in  this 
hour  of  separation,  however  anxiously  it  has  been  looked  for- 
ward to,  give  you  some  feeling  of  regret. 

I  beg  to  assure  you  that  I  fully  share  in  such  sentiments, 
and  that,  although  we  may  never  meet  again  in  an  official 
capacity,  I  shall  never  cease  to  remember  the  courtesies  which 
I  have  received  from  you  personally  during  my  personal  in- 
tercourse with  you,  and  I  wish  each  and  all  of  you  the  fullest 
measure  of  prosperity  through  life. 

Mr.  Sheriff — You  will  now  make  proclamation. 

Sheriff  Seymour  made  proclamation :  Oyez,  Oyez,  Oyez, 
and  the  Governor  said  : 

Mr.  Secretary,  you  will  adjourn  this  General  Assembly 
without  day. 

The  Hon.  Marvin  H.  Sanger,  Secretary  of  State,  then  ad- 
journed the  General  Assembly  with  the  words,  "By  His 
Excellency's  command  I  now  declare  this  General  Assembly 
adjourned  sine  die;  God  save  the  Commonwealth  of  Connec- 
ticut. "
